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In the Summer and Autumn of 1870 preparations were set on foot 
by the Border Counties Association, a Society which had existed for some 
years in Berwick, Roxburgh, Selkirk, and Dumfries, for the celebration 
of the Hundredth Anniversary of the birth of Sir Walter Scott. It 
was at first intended to hold this celebration within the bounds of the 
Associated Border Counties, but the scheme of the Association gradually 
enlarging itself, it was resolved to make the event National instead of 
Local, and the Scottish Capital its scene. As President of the Associa- 
tion, Lord Jerviswoode naturally became Chairman of the Committee, 
by which the plan of the Festival was devised and matured. In course 
of conversation with his Lordship, in the spring of 1871, Sir William 
Stirling Maxwell remarked that a Loan Exhibition of Pictures, MSS., 
and other Relics and Works of Art, for the illustration of the life and 
labours of Sir Walter Scott, would form an interesting and appropriate 
feature of the Commemoration. Lord Jerviswoode approving of the 
hint, Sir William, a few days afterwards, on the 8th April, wrote him a 
letter, of which what follows is the larger portion : — 

" I beg to offer a suggestion regarding the approaching commemoration of the Centen- 
ary of the birth of SIR WALTER SCOTT. 

" The scheme of a Scott Exhibition to be held in Edinburgh in August is perhaps but a 
small portion of what it may be found possible to accomplish. But if it is to be successfully 
realized, it ought to be made known, and the preliminary steps taken, without loss of time. 

" There was held at Florence in May 1865 a commemoration of the sixth centenary of 
the birth of Dante, consisting of a series of feste lasting for three days. The political cir- 
cumstances of Italy at that time gave a significance and an interest to the commemoration 
of the birth of the greatest of Italians, which, happily for us, are wholly wanting to any 
similar proceedings in honour of the greatest of Scotchmen. But what Dante was and is to 
Italy and Florence, Scott was and is in many ways to Scotland and Edinburgh ; and I 
believe that a Scott Exhibition in 1871 would be no less successful and interesting than was 
the Esposizione Dantesca of 1865. How ample were the materials which Italy could bring 
together to illustrate the life of her great poet may be judged by the fact that the Catalogue, 

b 
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or rather the Catalogues, for there were three, form a handsome octavo volume of pp. 112, 
70, and 36 respectively — one of the most valuable of recent additions to the ever-growing 
* Biblioteca Dantesca.' Each Catalogue represents a department of the Exhibition — the first 
describing the MSS. of the works of Dante and original documents connected with his 
history ; the second, the editions of his works ; and the third, various objects of art, which 
were divided into three groups : — (i.) Portraits and Medals of Dante; (2.) Works connected 
with his life ; and (3.) Works illustrating his writings. 

" Now if Italy, swept for so many centuries by conquerors and collectors, could 
assemble so many relics of Dante, who died in 132 1, siu'ely we ought to have no difficulty 
in doing something of the same kind for Scott, who died in 1832. The single disadvantage 
under which we seem to labour is the shortness of the time left for preparation. The 
managing committee of the Dante Exhibition, opened on the 14th May 1865, appears to 
have held its first meeting on the nth May 1864, while our Exhibition must be opened 
within three months from the present time. Still, with the large experience that many of 
our countrymen have had of recent exhibitions, the thing surely may be done, if it shall 
appear to be worth doing. 

" Following the Florentine precedent, we should first turn our attention to the Scott 

MSS. That unwearied hand (recorded in the well-known anecdote) which was seen night 

after night ^ in the bow window of Castle Street adding to a pile of written sheets, was too 

famous for many of these sheets to find their way to the fire. I believe the MSS. of most 

of Scotfs chief works are still carefully preserved, there having been within my recollection 

two or three sales of which they formed the chief attraction. His letters also exist in many 

family archives, and in large numbers. As a young man he prepared the minutes of the 

speculative Society, of which Lockhart notices the careless spelling. A complete set of the 

irst edition of his publications, from the Burger Ballads^ in 1796, to Castle Dangerous in 

'831, would easily, I should think, be collected from our Scotch libraries; and to them 

night be added specimens of the more ornate editions, of Continental and American 

;eprints, and of the translations into foreign languages. 

" Of the portraits of Scott there must be many, beginning, perhaps, with the miniature 
which he sent in 1797 to the lady who became his wife, and comprising some of the best 
works of Raebum, Chantrey, Allan, Watson Gordon, Grant, and Colvin Smith. The 
engraved portraits must be legionary in number. Around Scott himself might be grouped 
the portraits of his relatives and intimate friends, and of the more famous contemporaries 
who enjoyed his personal friendship. Historical portraits, and relics connected with his 
works, or pictorial compositions suggested by them, would perhaps open a field too wide to 
be dealt with within the time and space at our command. But even within the narrower 
'imit indicated, I believe an Exhibition might be formed of a very interesting and instructive 
character, well worthy of the notice even of * the famous wits, native and hospitable,' who 
lay be expected to meet in Edinburgh in August. 

" The Dante Exhibition was formed and displayed under the auspices and authority of 
the Superintendent-General of the Tuscan Archives. That functionary and a committee 
was responsible for the selection of the objects exhibited and for the order of the Exhibition. 
It is of great and obvious importance that our Exhibition should take place under the care 
f some official person, or body of persons, whose resources should afford a sufficient 
guarantee for the safety of the various precious things we seek to assemble, and for their 
resentation to the public view in a convenient and worthy manner.

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'' Perhaps it may be needful to raise a guarantee fund to meet the expenses of the 
undertaking ; though I cannot suppose these will be very large, or doubt that some public 
building will open its doors to the Exhibition. Indeed, I am inclined to hope that a Scott 
Exhibition may not only meet its own expenses, but also afford some surplus towards any 
public and beneficent work by which it may hereafter be determined to commemorate the 
first centenary of the birth of Scott." 



The idea finding favour with the friends whom Lord Jerviswoode 
consulted, the above extract from Sir William Stirling Maxwell's letter 
was published in the Edinburgh Courant of Thursday, 4th May, and in 
other newspapers, and communications were opened with Mr. Hope 
Scott, the Duke of Buccleuch, and other possessors of memorials of 
Scott The success which attended their communications was such as 
to encourage further proceedings, and the formation of a Committee is 
as follows : — 

At a Meeting held in the Signet Library on Friday the 19th day of May 187 1 — 

Present^ — Sir Wiluam Stirling Maxwell of Keir and Pollok, Bart ; 
Archibald Campbell Swinton, Esq. of Kimmerghame ; 
David Laing, Esq. ; and

Sir William Stirling Maxwell was called to preside. 

It was unanimously resolved to organize a Loan Exhibition commemorative of the 
Centenary of Sir Walter Scott That the objects of Exhibition should consist of, 

1. Portraits of Sir Walter Scott, whether Paintings, Drawings, Statues, Busts, Fine 

Impressions of the best Prints ; 

2. Specimens of his Autograph Writings, including some of the Original Manuscripts 

of the Waverley Novels ; 

3. Pictures or other Works of Art, illustrating his Writings and Personal History ; 

And that the Exhibition should continue open from the 15 th day of July till Satiurday the 
1 2th of August inclusive. 

It was reported to the Meeting that promises of Loans had ab-eady been received from 
the Royal Collection at Windsor, from the National Portrait Gallery, and from various 
private individuals. 

It was further reported that permission had been obtained from the Honourable The 
Board of Manufactures to hold the Exhibition in the eastern galleries of the National 
Gallery. 

The Meeting then proceeded with the formation of the Committee of Management ; 
and having in view the expediency of limiting the members, with a view to facilitate the 
arrangements for the Exhibition, selected the following Noblemen and Gentlemen from a 
number of others who had expressed themselves interested in the success thereof, viz. : —

The draft of an Advertisement announcing the Exhibition, and requesting the loan of 
injects of Exhibition, was thereafter drawn up and adjusted, and Mr. Cornillon was 
uvitructed to insert the same in Saturday's newspapers. He was also instructed to procure 
climates for fitting up the cases and arranging the Exhibition. 

It was then resolved that a Guarantee Fund of ;^4oo should be provided to meet such 
expenses of the Exhibition as might not be covered by the money taken at the doors, and 
the Chairman reported that sums amounting to ;;^iio had already been promised. 

The Advertisement of the Exhibition, of which the draft was pre- 
jmred at the above meeting, was immediately published in the Newspapers, 
and privately circulated by the members of the Committee amongst those 
who seemed likely to be able and willing to aid in the undertaking. It 
was so nearly in the words of the Minute printed above that it is unneces- 
sary to reprint it here. Sir George Harvey, President of the Royal 
Scottish Academy, and James T. Gibson Craig, Esq., were added to the 
Committee; and it was announced that communications might be ad- 
dressed either to Sir William Stirling Maxwell, io Upper Grosvenor 
Street, London ; David Laing, Esq., Signet Library, Edinburgh ; or to 
H. W. Cornillon, Esq., Secretary, 67 George Street, Edinburgh. The 
Guarantee Fund was promptly filled up, but the financial results of the 
Exhibition were such as to preclude any need for recourse to it. 

Meetings of the Committee were subsequently held on 31st May, 
14th June, 22d June, 27th June, and almost daily thereafter till the 
opening of the Exhibition ; but it does not appear necessary to print 
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the record of their deliberations. It may, however, be mentioned that 
the Committee resolved itself into the following Sub-Committees : —

The original Catalogues of the Exhibition as sold at the doors, in 
consequence of the unavoidable haste with which they were prepared, 
were not what the Committee would have wished them to be. As the 
t5rpes were kept standing, corrections were made from time to time, but 
there were defects of arrangement which could not be cured by any 
process short of reprinting the whole. 

A Meeting of the Committee was therefore held at the Signet 
Library, on the 14th September 187 1, to consider the question of reprint- 
ing the Catalogue, with Illustrations, and such corrections and additions 
as should appear necessary to make it a worthy record of the Exhibition.

It was unanimously resolved to reprint the Catalogue, with such Illustrations as the 
resources of the Committee permitted; the size to be quarto, and the printers Messrs. 
Constable. 
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A series of Photographs, Uken during the {^^ibltion by Mr. Alexander M^lashon, 
from the roost important Portraits of Sir Walter Scott, and firom pages of some pf his 
Original MSS., were submitted to the Committee, and of these a selection suitable for pub- 
lication was made. 

The cost of these Illustrations, to be printed by the Carbop Process, on good paper, 
was estimated by Mr. M'Glashon at 20s. per 100 copies, and of the Facsimile of MSS., to 
be executed in photo-lithography, at 5s. per 100 copies. 

It was agreed by the Committee to accept this estimate, and to intrust the executing 
of the Illustrations to Mr. M'Glashon on the above terms ; it being understood that when 
the requisite number of impressions had been taken, the Negatives should be destroyed 

It was also estimated by the Committee that the number of copies of the Catalogue 
that would be required would be Six Hundred, of which Two Hundred would be required 
for presentation to the persons who had co-operated, as lenders or otherwise, in the Exhibi- 
tion, and Four Hundred would remain for sale. 

A Sub-Committee for the preparation of the Catalogue, with full powers to revise the 
text, determine on the Illustrations, and make all the arrangements necessary for the pub- 
lication of the work, was appointed, consisting of — 

Sir William Stirling Maxwell ; 
James Drummond, Esq., R.S.A. ; and 
David Laing, Esq., 
who have accordingly acted as Editors of the present volume. 

Their desire has been to make their work an inventory, as complete 
as circumstance and opportunity permit, of the Memorials of Sir Walter 
Scott existing on the Hundredth Anniversary of his birth. 

In some few cases where objects of peculiar interest have been 
brought under their notice, it has been thought right to record them in 
the Catalogue, and to give them a place among the Illustrations, although, 
from being discovered too late, or other causes, it was found impossible 
to include them in the Exhibition. 

The Editors have seen no reason to depart from the estimate of the 
Committee, that 600 copies — 200 for presentation and 400 for sale — will 
be a sufficient impression. 

They have to express their thanks to their colleagues in the Com- 
mittee, and other friends, for aid kindly afforded, and especially to those 
who, like Mr. Hope Scott, Sir Robert Peel, Sir Francis Grant, 
President of the Ro5ral Academy, Mr. J. P. Knight, R.A., Mr. F. 
Richardson, and Mr. G. S. Hillard, have favoured them with com- 
nunications which add much interest and value to their volume. 
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The expense of preparing and printing this Illustrated Catalogue has 
considerably exceeded the sum which the Exhibition placed at the dis- 
posal of the Committee. From its sale, therefore, no great profit can be 
expected. But if, after payment of the expenses, a sufficient sum should 
remain in the hands of the Committee, they propose to employ it in 
striking a Medal for a " Scott Prize " in connexion with the University 
of Edinburgh.

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THE SCOTT MONUMENT. 

Immediately after the death of Sir Walter Scott, a universal feeling was ex- 
pressed that a Monument should be erected to his memory in his native city. For 
this purpose public meetings were held, committees appointed, and efforts made 
to raise subscriptions. When about ^fyooo had been collected, a difference of 
opinion prevailed as to the kind of Monument that should be fixed upon. At a 
general meeting of die Subscribers, held on nth December 1835, ^^ was wisely 
resolved, "That it be an instruction to the Committee that no Architectural Monu- 
ment should be adopted of which a Statue cannot form a part" It was further 
resolved to throw the matter open to general competition ; and accordingly, in 
March 1836, the Sub-Committee advertised for designs for a Monument that should 
combine a Statue with Architecture, the cost of which should not exceed ;^5ooo, 
and they offered fifty guineas to each of three plans, which, in their judgment, 
should possess the greatest merit. In due time the Committee received no fewer 
than fifty-four plans, comprising twenty-two Gothic structures, eleven statues, 
more or less accompanied by architecture, fourteen Grecian temples, five pillars, 
one obelisk, and one fountain. In this competition one of the premiums was 
given to George Kemp, under the assumed name dijohn Morvo, whom no one 
had ever heard of; and afterwards his improved Design (No. 21) was adopted in 
connexion with the Statue by Mr. John Steell. When the necessary arrange- 
■ ments had been completed, the foundation-stone of the Monument was laid on 
Scott's birthday, the 15th August 1840, with all due masonic honours, public pro- 
cessions, banquets, etc. The inauguration of the Monument when completed (at 
an expense of ;f 15,650) was celebrated in a like manner on the 15th August 
1846. — {Abridged from the Scottish HercUd^ Nov. 6, 1846.)

One of these is especially curious, 
having on it the monogram of Sir George Mackenzie, with a rude attempt at 
his portrait, — ^the costume evidently of the time of Charles L He is dressed in 
a flat bonnet and feather, a slashed jerkin and Vandyke frill, with the belted 
plaid and trews worn at the same time. His attendant gillie, who is blowing a 
great horn, has no cap on, a skin coat or doublet reaching nearly to the knees, 
which are bare, and hose. Both sides of this horn are covered with ornament 
It may have been the property of Sir G. Mackenzie, afterwards Lord Tarbat 
and Earl of Cromarty.

sort of rude box, which is held close by two strong hasps, which may be fixed 
by a padlock or chain i thus forming an instrument of torture of the most 
barbarous nature, with small openings for breathing \ certainly, for food, none. 
(See Proceedings of the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland^ vol. viiL p. 428.)

George Mkikle Kemp was bom at a. fann, on the property of Newhall, among the 

Peotlands, where his father was a. shepherd, in the year 1796. At an early 

age he was sent to learn the trade of a joiner, but had always a predilection for 

architecture, and missed no occasion of acquiring knowledge in that direction. 

Working at his trade, he wandered through England, France, and Flanders, 

making plans and elevations of every noteworthy building that came in his way. 

Fortunately, in 1837, an opportunity occurred of applying the information thua 

gained in preparing his successful competition design for tbe Scott Monument. 

Kemp had previously exhibited in the Scottish Academy Exhibition, 1830, a 

drawing of Mekose Abbey ; in 1837, another of the interior of Roslin ; and in 

1839, one of bis drawings of the Scott Monument While superintending the 

erection of this great work, the life of tbe Artist was brought to a sudden and 

most disastrous termination. On bis way home to Momingside, on the evening 

of the 6th of March 1844, after attending a meeting in connexion with the Stntc- 

ture, he missed his road to a canal-bridge, owing to the extreme daritness, fell in, 

and was drowned.

The occasion when this Portrait was painted was the discovery, on the 4th of 
February 18 18, of the Regalia of Scotland in the Casde, Edinburgh. The 
search was made by the Officers of State, under a Royal Warrant, dated October 
1817. 

Drawings were then made by various artists of the ancient Crown, the Sceptre, the 
Sword of State, etc, to be sent to London to the Prince Regent. At the same 
time, Mr. Geddes employed himself in making spirited sketches in oil of the 
chief persons who were present, as studies for an historical pdnting of this dis- 
covery. Sir Walter Scott at that time prepared a Description of the R^aliOj 
Edinburgh, 1819. This was reprinted, with Illustrations, in his Fravindai 
AntiqmtieSy Vol. i., London, 1826. 

Andrew Geddes, a native of Edinburgh, bom 1788, was one of the early members 
of the Scottish Academy, and A.R.A. in 1832, having latterly settled in London, 
where he died, May 5, 1844.

Dr. John Rutherford, one of the founders of the Medical School of Edinburgh, 
was bom in 1695. He studied at Leyden, under the celebrated Boerhaave, 
and took his degree of M.D. at Rheims, July 21, 17 19. Having settled in 
Edinburgh, he was admitted a Member of the Royal College of Physicians in 
1724, and elected Professor of the Practice of Physic in the University of 
Edinburgh, February 9, 1726. He resigned the Chair in 1766, and died No- 
vember 6, 1776. Sir Walter Scott in his Diary says, " Dr. Rutherford was twice 
married. His first wife, of whom my mother is the sole surviving child, was a 
daughter of Sir John Swinton of Swinton, a family which produced many dis- 
tinguished warriors during the middle ages, and which, for antiquity and honour- 
able alliances, may rank with any in Britain." This is confirmed by the 
Marriage-Contract of his daughter with Walter Scott, Writer to the Signet, in 
1758. In the next Division a facsimile of the signatiu-es will be given. 

On examining the portrait, the initials '^ C. A.'' joined as a monogram prove that it was 
painted by Cosmo Alexander, an eminent portrait-painter in Edinburgh.

Walter, eldest son of Sir Walter Scott, was born October 28, 1801. He succeeded 
to the Baronetcy in September 1832. He entered the army, and died Lieut - 
Colonel of the 15th Hussars, near the Cape of Good Hope, on his return from 
India, February 8, 1847. Lady Scott conveyed his remains to this country, and 
they were interred at Dryburgh.

Some years ago Messrs. A. & C. Black were persuaded to purchase this as a youthful 
portrait of Walter Scott Soon after the opening of the Exhibition it was satis- 
factorily proved to have been misnamed, and was withdrawn from the Catalogue. 
It was ascertained, in fact, that it was a fancy picture drawn by John Beugo, an 
eminent engraver in Edinburgh, and a member of the Associated Artists. The 
same figure, in full length, was exhibited in York Place, Edinburgh, in April 
1813, with the title, * No. 74. The Peasant Boy, by J. Beugo.' This painting 
is still in the possession of Mr. Beugo's daughter, Mrs. Scott, widow of John 
Scott, Esq., of the Customs, Leith. 
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It was obviously impossible to obtain for the Loan Exhibition all 
the Original Busts and Portraits of Scott, so widely dispersed, and, in 
some cases, the present proprietors unknown. Nor was it thought ad- 
visable to swell out the collection, and to incur much trouble and risk, 
as well as expense, by applying for repetitions or duplicate Portraits by 
the same Artist 

It may, however, not be saying too much, that the preceding pages 
include nearly all the best and most authentic Portraitures that are known ; 
and, considering the limited time which the Committee had for carrying 
out the objects of the Exhibition, the success far exceeded their expecta- 
tions, in having so many Paintings and other works of Art of inestimable 
value intrusted to their care, including works of the most eminent 
Painters and Sculptors of the time. This was no doubt mainly owing 
to what may be esteemed a patriotic desire of the proprietors to avail 
themselves of such a favourable occasion of honouring the memory of 
our illustrious Countryman. 

It may nevertheless be useful to subjoin a few notices of some 
important Busts and Paintings (exclusive of the repetitions alluded to) 
that were not actually Exhibited. 

I.— SCULPTURE. 

Mr. Lockhart in his List of Portraits and Busts of Sir Walter 
Scott, says, ** Sir Walter's good nature induced him to sit, at various 
periods of his life, to other Sculptors (than Chantrey) of inferior 
standing and reputation. I am not aware, however, that any of their 
performances but two (those by Joseph and Macdonald) ever reached 
the dignity of marble.^' 

(i.) In the Exhibition at the Royal Institution, Edinburgh, in 182 1, 
there was a Bust of Walter Scott, Esq., by William Scoular, an artist 
who had a studio both in Edinburgh and London. It was esteemed a 
good likeness, although described at the time as requiring to be softened 
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down. In the Royal Scottish Academy Exhibition, 1839, No. 502, there 
was a Statue in marble of Sir Walter, by Scoular.. 

William Scoular, a native of Edinburgh, was born in 1796, 
.became a pupil of the Royal Academy, and exhibited talents for the 
higher department of Sculpture. In 1817 he gained the gold medal; 
and in 1825 he also was the " Gold Medal Student," to whom the travel- 
ling allowance for three years was awarded by the Royal Academy. The 
models which secured these prizes were afterwards finished in marble and 
exhibited. He died at London in the year 1854. 

(2.) The Bust of Sir Walter Scott by Chantrey, cast as a trial in 
Bronze, mentioned at the foot of p. 45, has been presented, in the name 
of the Family of Mr. Allan Cunningham, by his son. Colonel Frakcis 
Cunningham, to the Museum of the Scott Monument, Edinburgh. 

The following is a note by the Sculptor, respecting his original 
marble Bust, in the volume of Cooper's Letters, in the British Museum : — 

" Belgrave Place, 31^ March 1830L 
" Mv DEAR Sir, — In compliance with your request, I have the pleasure to infonn you 
that I modelled the Bust of Sir Walter Scott in the year i8zo, and in the year 1828 the 
original marble Bust was placed in the Library at Abbotsford. I believe it has not been 
engraved. — Very truly yours, Fr. Chantrey. 

" To Abm. Cooper, Esq." 

A Photograph of the second marble Bust b}- Cliantrey, belonging to 

Sir Robert Peel, is given as No. H. of the Illustrations, p. 47.

503, was a ** Head of the Statue of Sir Walter Scott in the Monument 
at Glasgow, by James Ritchie." The Scott Monument, designed by 
David Rhind, Architect, and erected in the centre of George Square, 
Glasgow, is a lofty pillar in the form of a Grecian Doric Column, about 
eighty feet in height, with a colossal figure on the top, of Sir Walter, in 
a shepherd's cloak. The figure was modelled by John Ritchie (brother 
of A. H. R.), a Sculptor of considerable promise, who died at Rome, 
December i, 1850. 

In the Exhibition of the Royal Scottish Academy, 1843, 
No. 592, was a " Model of the Statue of Sir Walter Scott in Sheriffs 
robes, executed in freestone, and erected in the Market Place of Sel- 
kirk," by Alexander Handyside Ritchie.

II.— PORTRAITS. 

(i.) Walter Scott, Esq. A full-length by Raeburn, painted in 
1809. It is a repetition, with some variations, of that of 1808. See Illustra- 
tions, No. IX. The Committee to their regret found that this Painting, 
with some others, preserved at Abbotsford, could not with any propriety 
have been removed from the walls at a season when the House and its 
Collections were accessible to visitors from all quarters of the globe. 

The Abbotsford Portrait by Raeburn (5 ft 11 in. x 4 ft. 10 in.), 
represents Sir Walter Scott, with his hat off, sitting on a piece of broken 
rock There are two dogs with him, one of which is looking up into his 
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face, and almost leans on his right shoulder, the other, a bull terrier, is 
lying on the ground near his left foot He holds a red note-book in his 
left hand, and a pencil in his right. At the background of the figure are 
trees, and in the distance a winding stream. He is dressed in a green 
coat, grey pantaloons, and Hessian boots, a white waistcoat and cravat ; 
no shirt-collar is shown. He is leaning forward, and is in deep thought. 
The chin rather leans into the cravat, and the mouth slightly compressed. 

The backgrround of the Painting, as described by Mr. Lockhart (see 
p. 6i), represents the Valley of the Yarrow, in place of Hermitage 
Castle, and the mountains of Liddesdale. 

Sir Henry Raeburn, the distinguished Portrait- Painter, was bom at 
Stockbridge, near Edinburgh, March 4, 1 756. He was elected an Associate 
in 1 8 14, and a Royal Academician in 181 5. During George the Fourth's 
visit to Edinburgh he obtained the honour of knighthood, and was 
appointed His Majesty's Limner for Scotland. He died July 8, 1823. 

(2.) On applying to Lord Polwarth for an account of Scott's portrait 
by Thomas Phillips, R.A., at Mertoun House, Berwickshire, it appears 
from his Lordship's obliging reply, that it was a second repetition of 
Mr. Murray's portrait, 18 18 (exhibited as No. 53), probably by the 
younger (Henry) Phillips. His Lordship would have lent it for the Scott 
Exhibition, had he thought it an original. There are in Mertoun House 
several Family Portraits by the elder (Thomas) Phillips, R. A. 

(3.) The Illustration No. XXIV. is accompanied with a detailed 
account of the half-length Portrait painted by C. R. Leslie, R.A., in 
1824, for Mr. Ticknor of Boston, New England. 

(4.) ** A small head was painted in 1826 by Mr. Knight, a young 
artist, patronized by Terry.

With a few exceptions, as specified in the List of Contributors, this series of Engraved 
Portraits was the joint contribution of Sir William Stirling Maxwell, Bart., and James 
Drummond, Esq., R.S.A. The following Catalogue was prepared by Mr. Drummond. 

In describing these Prints, the position of the head is noted thus : — If the head is 
towards the right side, ue, the right side of the person portrayed, it is marked r. / if left, /. 
fiill or front-face,/.// s, r, or s, /., simply that it is somewhat or slightly turned to r. or /. 

The measurements given are in inches to the size of the picture or engraved part ; it so 
frequently happens that the inscription is cut or torn away, particularly in old and scarce 
prints, that this is considered the safer mode. In those which are vignetted, if more than 
the head is given, they are so described, but only the size of the head given.

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In giving a series of Illustrations from the exhibited Busts and Por- 
traits of Sir Walter Scott, the Committee were desirous that these 
should include his likeness at different periods of life, and more especially 
any that might not have previously been engraved. The state of several 
of the Paintings, unfortunately, rendered this a difficult task, either from 
cracking or lowering in tone, so that in some instances the negatives 
for Photographs had to be laid aside as quite unsuitable. In the case, 
therefore, of Nos. VIII. and IX., it was found necessary to have recourse 
to early impressions of the excellent engpravings made from the paintings 
some sixty years ago ; and of No. X., to adopt the finished etching by 
the artist himself in preference to either of the water-colour drawings. 

In place, also, of illustrating the Catalogue with ordinary Photo- 
g^phs, requiring to be mounted on Bristol boards, etc., and involving 
much extra expense, the Committee resolved to have the impressions 
taken by a new Process of Photo- Lithography, called Albert-type, which 
is permanent, and not liable to the changes to which ordinary Photo- 
graphs are almost invariably exposed. 

In carrying out this resolution, before the Exhibition was closed, 
there were careful Photographs from the original Busts or Portraits taken 
by Mr. Alexander M'Glashan, and from which he prepared the plates 
for printing, under the inspection of Mr. Drummond, R.S.A. If, there- 
fore, these impressions want the brilliant effect of first-rate Photographs, 
they have, at least, the advantage of permanence, and of exhibiting the 
actual state of the originals, without any attempt to improve them by 
subsequent touching up of the plates, and thus transmitting the features 
and expression as given by the pictures, in a way to which no engraving 
could pretend. D. L.

BUST BY CHANTREY. 1820. (No. i.) 

In the Catalogue of the Second Public Exhibition, 16 York Place, 
1809, No. 46 was a frame containing fifteen Medallion portraits, in enamel, 
by John Henning, the chief sculptor in Edinburgh at that time. One 
of the fifteen was Walter Scott, Esq. There may have been other 
medallion heads ; but it seems agreed on all hands that Sir Walter Scott 
first sat for a bust to Chantrey in 1820. 

It was during Sir Walter Scott's visit to London in March 1820 
to receive his Baronetcy, that, upon Chantrey 's special request, he sat 
'for that bust' (says Mr. Lockhart) 'which alone preserves for 
posterity the cast of expression most fondly remembered by all who 
mingled in his domestic circle.' Allan Cunningham's account of these 
sittings is well known. In No. II. we shall quote Sir Francis Chantre/s 
own statement contained in a letter to Sir Robert Peel in 1838. From 
this artist's letter it will be seen that Chantrey had also superintended a 
limited number of casts for Sir Walter's friends, when the original bust 
was finished. From one of these (said to be the first) the present Photo- 
graph has been taken. But the plaster cast fails in representing the 
beautiful texture of the marble. The bust itself from one of these casts 
has been often pirated, and copies of it dispersed in all quarters of the globe. 

The original marble bust of 1820 is now a principal ornament in the 
collection of Abbotsford. A duplicate of it, by Chantrey himself, was 
made for the Duke of Wellington, and sent to Apsley House in 1827. 
It was also cast in Bronze for Mr. Cadell. This fine bust formed No. 2 
of the present Exhibition, but its dark colour rendered it unsuited for a 
Photograph. It is understood that a trial-cast of this bust in bronze was 
taken ; and it was presented by the Artist to Allan Cunningham. It is 
now in the possession of his son, Colonel Francis Cunningham.

SECOND BUST BY CHANTREY. 1828. (No. 3.) 

Sir Francis Chantrey sculptured in 1828 a bust, as Mr. Lockhart 
expresses it, possessing the character of a second original, who placed 
it some years later, probably in 1837, in the gallery of Sir Robert Peel, 
at Drayton Manor. As this bust could not be obtained at the time of 
the Scott Exhibition, the present Sir Robert Peel responded to a request 
made by Sir William Stirling Maxwell, by allowing photographs of it to 
be taken by Mr. W. T. Hulland at Tamworth. One of these, as a profile 
view, will serve for a medallion head on the title-page of this Cata- 
logue. Another, a front view, is here given, and may justly be reckoned 
a most admirable likeness. 

The history of its execution is contained in the following letter from 
the eminent Sculptor himself, as given in Mr. Lockhart's Life of Scott, 
1839 ; and compared with the Recollections of Chantrey, by George Jones, 
R.A., 1849 : — 

To the Right Hon. Sir Robert Peel, Bart., Whitehall. 

Dear Sir Robert, Belgrave Place, 26tk January 1838. 

I have much pleasure in complying with your request, to note down sucb facts as 
remain on my memory concerning the bust of Sir Walter Scott, which you have done me 
the honour to place in your collection at Drayton Manor. 

My admiration of Scott, as a poet and a man, induced me, in the year 1820, to ask him 
to sit to me for his bust — ^the only time I ever recollect having asked a similar favour from 
any one. He agreed, and I stipulated that he should breakfast with me always before his 
sittings, and never come alone, nor bring more than three friends at once, and that they 
should be all good talkers. That he fulfilled the latter condition, you may guess, when I 
tell you that on one occasion he came with Mr. Croker, Mr. Heber, and the late Lord 
LjTttelton. The marble bust produced from these sittings was moulded ; and about forty-five 
casts were disposed of by me among the poef s most ardent admirers. This was all I had 
to do with plaster casts. The bust was pirated by Italians ; and England and Scotland, 
and even the Colonies, were supplied with unpermitted and bad casts to the extent of thou- 
sands, in spite of the terror of an Act of Parliament ! 

I made a copy in marble from this bust for the Duke of Wellington. It was sent to 
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Apsley House in March 1827, and it is the only duplicate of my bust of Sir Walter that 
I ever executed in marble. 

I now come to your bust of Scott. In the year 1828, 1 proposed to the Poet to present 
the original marble as an Heirloom to Abbotsford, on condition that he would allow me 
sittings sufficient to finish another marble from the life for my own studio. To this proposal 
he acceded ; and the bust was sent to Abbotsford accordingly, with the following words 
inscribed on the back : — This Bust or Sir Walter Scott was made in 1820 by Francis 
Chantrey, and presented by the Sculptor to the Poet, as a token of esteem, in 
1828. 

I 

In the months of May and June in the same year, 1828, Sir Walter fulfilled his promise ; 
and I finished, from his face, the marble Bust now at Drayton Manor — a better sanctuary 
than my studio, else I had not parted with it. The expression is more serious than in the 
two former Busts, and the marks of age more than eight years deeper. 

I have now, I think, stated all that is worthy of remembering about this Bust, save 
that there is no fear of piracy, for it has never been moulded. . . . — I have the honour to 
be. Dear Sir, your very sincere and faithful servant, F. Chantrey. 

Sir Francis Chantrey, R.A., Sculptor, was bom at Norton, near 
Sheffield, April 7, 1782; came to London to study as a sculptor; was 
elected a Royal Academician in 1 8 1 8 ; obtained the honour of knight- 
hood from King William IV. in St James's Palace, July r, 1835; and 
died November 25, 1841. 
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III. 

BUST BY JOSEPH. 1823. (No. 4.) 

This marble bust was made for Mr. Bum Callander of Prestonhall, 
a few miles from Edinburgh, about the year 1823. It appears in the 
Catalogue of the Scottish Academy's Exhibition for 1825. 

Samuel Joseph, Sculptor, was probably born in London about 
the year 1788. He became a pupil in the Royal Academy, and so 
distinguished himself, to use the words of his friend Mr. Allan of Glen 
(afterwards Lord Provost of Edinburgh, 1829- 183 1), ' that in a fair and 
arduous competition in the Royal Academy of London, he had gained 
all the medals in its various schools in succession, up to the last and 
highest, the gold one, given for the best composition in Sculpture.' This 
was in 181 5. His name occurs in the Academy's Exhibition Catalogues 
for 1 8 1 r and subsequent years. 

At the advice of Mr. Ferguson of Raith and other gentlemen, 
Joseph came to Scotland, and took up his residence in Edinburgh 
about 1 82 1. He was much employed, and was one of the first in 
this country in recent times to advance the art of Sculpture. Several of 
his busts were exhibited at Edinburgh between the years 1822 and 1835. 
He resolved, however, to return to London ; and on that occasion the 
Scottish Academy (of which Joseph was one of the original members) 
entertained him at dinner on April 28, 1828. 

Mr. Joseph died at London in July 1850. Of his works, the marble 
statue of Wilberforce in Westminster Abbey, and of Wilkie in the National 
Gallery, London, are best known. His busts, however, for a fine per- 
ception of character and graceful modelling, have been more generally 
admired. In the National Gallery of Scotland, his two admirable marble 
busts of Sir David Wilkie and Lord Brougham are sufficient to per- 
petuate his name as a sculptor.

BUST BY MACDONALD. 1831. (No. 7.) 

Mr. Lockhart pronounces a very decided opinion regarding this 
marble bust, when he says, that " it was modelled by Mr. Lawrence Mac- 
donald, in the unhappy winter of 1830. The period of the artist's observa- 
tion would alone have been sufficient to render his efforts fruitless. His 
bust may be, in point of execution, good ; but he does not seem to me to 
have produced what any friend of Sir Walter's will recognise as a likeness.'* 
From a letter written by Mr. George Combe, and printed in the Phreno- 
logical Joumaly 1839, it appears that this bust was actually modelled 
at Abbotsford by Mr. Macdonald in January 1831. The statement 
respecting it is as follows, dated Edinburgh, August 10, 1838 : — 

" In January 183 1, Mr. Lawrence Macdonald, sculptor, now settled in Rome, lived for 
several days at Abbotsford, and modelled a bust of Sir Walter Scott. Mr. Macdonald was 
then a practical phrenologist. He knew that no bust, authentic in the measurements, of Sir 
Walter's head existed ; and he bestowed every possible attention to render his work a true 
representation of nature. He assured me that he measured the size of the head in different 
directions with callipers, and preserved the dimensions in the clay ; while he modelled every 
portion of the surface with the utmost care, so as to exhibit the outlines and proportions as 
exactly as his talents could accomplish. Sir Walter sat four hours at a time to him, dictat- 
ing a romance all the while to his amanuensis, Mr. Laidlaw. Sir Walter's vigour, both 
bodily and mental, had by that time declined ; and his features had lost part of their mental 
expression. The bust bears evidence in the features of this decay of power ; but there is no 
reason to believe that the disease had at that time existed so long as to cause any diminu- 
tion of the skull. This bust, therefore, forms the best record which now exists of the dimen- 
sions and relative proportions of the different parts of Sir Walter Scott's head ; and as it is 
in my possession, I present you with the following measurements, and note of the size of the 
organs. It will be seen that the head was really laige." 

Sir Walter Scott came from Naples to Rome in April, and left on 
his return home May 11, 1832. If during that interval the artist was 
enabled to avail himself of the opportunity at Rome to obtain one or 
more sittings, it might well be called an unhappy period. 

The Sculptor, who is a native of Trinity-Gask, Perthshire, still resides 
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iit Rome, having settled there permanently about the year 1832, and has 
revisited Scotland only on a few rare occasions. 

The bust itself was obtained by Mr. George Combe from his friend 
the Sculptor, and at the sale of Mr. Combe's effects it was acquired by 
the present proprietor.

V. 
STATUETTE BY STEELL. 1849. (No. 9.) 

A MODEL for the noble Statue of Sir Walter Scott, which so fitly 
adorns the Scott Monument in Edinburgh, by Mr. John Steell, R.S.A., 
was adopted by the Sub-Committee in February 1838. As already 
stated at p. 5, it was wisely determined at that time that the Monu- 
ment should combine Sculpture with Architecture. 

The Statue, formed from a block of white Carrara marble, gives sue- * 
cessfully an accurate and striking representation of Sir Walter s personal 
appearance ; and it must have been a gratifying commission to the 
Sculptor to be employed last year in completing a full-sized repetition of 
this grand Statue, to be cast in Bronze, to be erected at New York, in 
the United States. 

It may be proper here to add, that the preference given to this 
Statue had no secondary influence in securing the adoption of Kemp's 
architectural design. Both at least were submitted to fair and open com- 
petition, notwithstanding the attempt to employ Sir Francis Chantrey, as 
an artist of established reputation. Mr. Steell, on the other hand, was a 
young man, returned from his studies at Rome to his native place a few 
months previously, and scarcely known even to his fellow-citizens. Had 
the resolution of the Committee been overturned, instead of the happy 
conjunction of the two Sister Arts, Edinburgh might have obtained 
a colossal bronze figure raised on a high pedestal, to keep company in 
the line of George Street with William Pitt and George the Fourth. 
Fortunately the subscribers desired neither a monumental design nor a 
simple figure, whether raised on a pedestal or on a lofty column, but a 
monument worthy of Sir Walter Scott and of his native City. 

It must, however, be matter of some regret that the Committee, in 

their arrangements with Mr. Steell, stipulated for a figure not less than 
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nine feet high, measured from the pedestal, at the cost of £2000. It 
cannot be denied that the size is disproportionate to the open space 
between the lofty pointed arches of the Monument where it is placed. 
This was chiefly owing to the dimensions of the Monument in height, as 
first proposed, having been increased nearly one- third. In this way the 
figure has lost its colossal and imposing appearance. Whether it might 
be possible to remedy this want of proportion is doubtful, without injuring 
the architectural character of the structure. 

Mr. Steell having, about the end of the year 1849, completed a 
marble Statuette of the same figure, it was purchased, along with the 
copyright (for ;^io5), by the Royal Association for Promotion of the Fine 
Arts in Scotland. An arrangement was then made with Mr. W. T. 
Copeland to furnish One Hundred Copies of it in Statuary Porcelain, for 
distribution among the prizes to their Annual Subscribers. Others in 
Parian composition were also obtained for the like purpose at occasional 
intervals. 

The present photograph is taken from a Statuette, in Marble, some- 
what larger than that of 1849, also prepared by the Sculptor. It was in 
the Exhibition of the Royal Scottish Academy for 1865. 

While this sheet is at press, it may be noticed that the Trustees 
of the Scott Monument have commissioned from Mr. Steell another 
Statuette, to be cast in bronze, to place in the interior room of the Monu- 
ment now fitting up as a permanent Scott Museum. 
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VI. 

STATUETTE BY SLATER, i860. (No. 10.) 

The exhibition of this Statuette was suggested by the circumstance 
that the name of Sir Walter Scott, during the last ten years of his 
life, was intimately connected with the institution and success of a literary 
and historical association in Edinburgh, known as The Bannatyne Club. 
The following Note by the Secretary sufficiently explains its history : — 

"At the termination of the Bannat)me Club in i860, of which Sir Walter 
Scott was the Founder in February 1823, the Members, without my knowledge 
or desire, subscribed for a Testimonial to be presented to me, having acted as 
Hon. Secretary during the whole term of its existence. The form that this Testi- 
monial might assume was left to myself; and I could not but desire, in grateful 
and pleasing recollections, to have the chief portion associated with the name of 
the Founder. A composition designed and modelled by Mr. Peter Slater was 
adopted, consisting of a handsome Silver Vase, and of three emblematical figures 
of History, Poetry, and Music, surmounted with a Statuette of Sir Walter Scott, as 
Founder of the Club. In a volume of Adversaria^ which I subsequently presented 
to the Members from the surplus fund, a lithograph *print of these figures was given.* 
— It would be superfluous to say anything of the great interest taken in the pro- 
ceedings of this literary association by Sir Walter Scott, who continued as Presi- 
dent till his death."— D. L. 

Peter Slater, Sculptor, the son of John Slater, marble-cutter, 
Leith Walk (1808-183 1), was bom at Edinburgh, May 8, 1809. He was 
educated in Heriot's Hospital, and was employed in the studios of Mr. 
S. Joseph and of Mr. Henry Westmacott, both of whom were resident 
in Edinburgh for some years. Slater's name first appears in the Cata- 
logue of the Scottish Academy's Exhibition for 1834. In 1836 he 
exhibited in the Royal Scottish Academy a sketch in clay of a Statue of 
Sir Walter Scott, from which the Statuette afterwards was partiy taken. 
In the year i860 or 1861 he removed to London, where he died, 
November 27, 1870. 

^ " Before sending this Statuette to the Exhibition, I had a slight alteration made by cutting 
away an obtrusive hat, and substituting a book in Sir Walter's right hand. Except for the above- 
mentioned Uthograph, this change was not worth noticing." — D. L.

TWO MINIATURE PORTRAITS. 1777 and 1797. 

(Nos. 46 and 47.) 

[A.] 

The Portrait of Scott in his youth, known as the Bath Miniature, 
was engraved from the supposed original, preserved at Abbotsford. 
Mr. Lockhart, not aware of the existence of any similar Portrait, says, — 

" A very good miniature of Sir Waiter, done at Bath, when he was in the fif& or sixth 
jrear of his age, was given by him to his daughter Sophia, and b now in my possession — the 
artistes name miknown. The child appears with long flowing hair, the colour a light chest- 
nut ; a deep open collar, and scarlet dress. It is neaiiy a profile ; the outline wonderfully 
like what it was to the last ; the expression of the eyes and mouth veiy striking, grave, and 
penstve." 

The original Miniature (Na 46) is carefully painted on ivory, with- 
out name or date. It was given by the mother of Sir Walter Scott, early 
in the present century, to Mrs. Captain Watson, in whose funily it had 
since remained. By some accident, the ivory having been partially split, 
in repairing it there is a discoloration at the joining, scarcely discernible 
in the accompanying photograph. This accident may not unlikely have 
led Mrs. Scott to have it copied, and to present the original to Mrs. 
Watson, whose son, William Stewart Watson, raised himself to some 
eminence as a Portrait- Painter. (See Na 74.) It now belongs to Mr. 
D. Laing. Having been acquired only a few days after the opening of 
the Exhibition, it was not included in the copies of the Catalogue 
that were first issued. 

It may be added that, after the Exhibition had closed, an opportunity' 

occurred accidentally, in the presence of a competent authority, to make 

an actual comparison of the two Miniatures. This served clearly to 

confirm the opinion that the one exhibited was the original ; and that the 

other at Abbotsford was a very careful copy, at a later date, apparently 

the work of a young artist or an amateur.

By the kind permission of Mr. Hope Scott, we are enabled for 
the first time to give a representation of the small Miniature of 1797 
(No. 47). Mr. Lockhart somewhat undervalues it, when he remarks, 
*' It is not a good work of art, and I know not who executed it." 

It is, however, elaborately finished, and might be assigned to one of 
the chief Miniature Painters of the time at Edinburgh. Its effect, in the 
Photograph, is lost, indeed, by not exhibiting the colours of the military 
dress. But its interest consists in being the second authentic likeness of 
Scott He is in military dress, as an officer in the Royal Edinburgh 
Light Dragoons : a scarlet coat with green facings, and an epaulet of 
silver on his right shoulder. According to the fashion of the day, his 
hair is powdered. A lock of light brown hair is fastened, under glass, 
at the back of the frame. 

In Miss Carpenter's letters to Mr. Scott, previous to their marriage, 
from Carlisle, October 25 (1797), she writes : — 

" Indeed, Mr. Scott, I am by no means pleased with all this writing. I have told you 
how much I dislike it, and yet you still persist in asking me to write, and that by return 
of post O, you really are quite out of your senses," etc 

And on the following day : — 

" I have only a minute before the post goes, to assure you, my Dear Sir, of the welcome 
reception of the Stranger (a Miniature of Scott). The very great likeness to a friend of mine 
will endear him to me ; he shall be my constant companion, but I wish he could give me 
an answer to a thousand questions I have to make, one in particular, what reason have 
you for so many fears you express," etc.

PORTRAIT BY SAXON. 1805. (No. 48.) 

This Portrait was reckoned to have the merit of giving " an impress 
of the elasticity and youthful vivacity, which Scott used to complain wore 
off after he was forty." In his account of Sir Walter's Portraits, Mr. 
Lockhart says : — 

"The first oil-painting, done for Lady Scott in 1805, by Saxon, was, in consequence of 
repeated applications for the purpose of being engraved, transferred by her to Messrs. 
Longman & Co., and is now in their house in Paternoster Row. This is a very fine picture, 
representing, I have no doubt, most faithfully the author of the Lay of the Last Minstrel. 
Length, three-quarters ; dress, black ; hair, nut-brown ; the favourite bull-terrier Camp 
leaning his head on the knee of his master. The companion portrait of I^dy Scott is at 
Abbotsford." 

The loan of the original Portrait was obligingly furnished by Wil- 
liam E. Green, Esq., a partner in the great publishing house of Messrs. 
Longman & Co., Paternoster Row, London. It was first engraved, in an 
excellent style, by James Heath, and prefixed to the original edition of 
the Lady of the Lake, 18 10, 4to. 

As the dark colour of the painting would not admit of obtaining a 
successful copy, the accompanying photograph is taken from an early 
impression of Heath's engraving. 

In the Third Exhibition of the Scottish Artists at Edinburgh, in 
1 8 10, Saxon's Portrait of Mrs. Scott appears in the Catalogfue This 
Portrait is at Abbotsford, and has been engraved for the Life of Scott 

James Saxon was an English Artist, bom in Manchester; came 
to Edinburgh in the year 1803. Saxon afterwards went to St. Peters- 
burg, where he practised successfully for several years. On his return 
he spent a short time in Glasgow ; and died in London about the 
year 181 7 : See Preface, p. vi., note, in the Bannatyne Club volume of

PORTRAIT BY RAEBURN. 1808. (No. 49.) 

This full-length Portrait, the earliest of Scott by Raebum, remains 
unsurpassed among the numerous Portraits of a later date by the most 
eminent Artists of his age. Mr. Lockhart thus describes it : — 

^ The first pictnre by Raebum was done in 1808 for Constable, and passed, at the 
sale of his effects, into the hands of the Duke of Bacdeach. Scott is re^Hesented at fiill 
length, sitting by a ruined wall, with Camp at his feet — Hermitage Castle and the mountains 
of Liddisdale in the background. This noble portrait has been repeatedly engraved 
Dress, black ; Hessian boots. The second fuU-length by Raebum (done a year later) is 
nearly a repetition ; but the painter had some new sittings. Two grej^iounds (Douglas and 
Percy) appear in addition to Camp, and the background gives the valley of the Yarrow, 
marking the period of Asfustid and Marmiafu This piece is at Abbotsford." 

Of the first Portrait, Mr. Lockhart indeed elsewhere says, " The 
literal fidelity of the portraiture, however, is its principal merit. The 
expression is serious and contemplative, very unlike the hilarity and 
vivacity then habitual to his speaking face, but quite true to what it was 
in the absence of such exatemenL** This is the very circiunstance that 
adds so much value to it, independently of its importance as a work of 
art 

As no good Photograph could be taken from the original Painting, 
it was found necessary to have recourse to an early or proof-impression 
of the fine engraving, in 18 10, by Charles Turner, quite worthy of the 
original painting. 

The repetition by Raebum of this Portrait is equally fine, and is 
preserved at Abbotsford. In the passage just quoted, Lockhart is mis- 
taken when he describes it as having two greyhounds. In the picture 
there happens to be only one greyhound. 

The painting of the second Portrait by Raebum, in 1809, niay 
evidendy be ascribed to the quarrel of Scott and Constable & Company. 
On the 1 2th of January 1809, Scott wrote a letter expressing his desire 
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that Raeburns Portrait of 1 808 should be considered as done for himself, 
and at his expense. Mr. Constable, says Lockhart, "declined in verj' 
handsome terms to give up the picture. But for the time the breach 
between them, as author and publishers, was complete." 

The death of Charles Duke of Buccleuch in 18 19 having prevented 
Sir Henry Raeburn painting for his Grace another large Portrait of Sir 
Walter for Bowhill (No. XIII. p. 69), the original one of 1808 belonging 
to Mr. Constable was sold in 1826 by private bargain to the Duke of 
Buccleuch, its present noble proprietor, for the sum of Three Hundred 
and Fifty Guineas. 
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X. 
PORTRAIT BY NICHOLSON. 1815. (No. 50.) 

This drawing has the date 181 5, and was apparently the earliest of 
three Portraits, in water-colours, of Scott, by Nicholson. The second, 
also in the Exhibition (No. 49), was presented, it is believed, by Scott 
himself to his friend William Erskine of Kinnedder ; and the third is at 
Abbotsford. As the photographic process fails in representing colour, the 
accompanying copy is given, somewhat reduced, from the spirited etching 
(No. 139) from this drawing by the artist himself in 18 17. 

At that time Mr. Nicholson commenced to publish a series of 
Portraits of Eminent Scotsmen, from his own drawings. Two Parts, 
each containing three of these Etchings (with his initials W. N.) and 
biographical notices, appeared in 1820. The six were — (i.) Walter Scott, 
1817; (2.) Francis Jeffrey, 181 7; (3.) Henry Raebum (from his own 
painting), 18 18; (4.) Professor Playfair, 18 19; (5.) William Allan, the 
Artist, 1819; and (6.) Robert Bums, 18 19. Six other Etchings were 
finished as a continuation, but not published — (7.) James Hogg, 181 7; 
(8.) George Thomson, the correspondent of Bums, 181 7; (9.) Professor 
John Wilson, 1818; (10.) James Watt, 1819 ; (i i.) Rev. Dr. A. Cameron, 
Roman Catholic Bishop, 18 18; and (12.) Rev. Dr. Alexander Carlyle, of 
Inveresk, 1820. 

William Nicholson, a native of Newcastle-on-Tyne, was bom in 
the year 1 784. He settled in Edinburgh as a Portrait- Painter, about 
1 81 3, and attracted much notice by his drawings of a cabinet size in 
water-colours. In the present Exhibition, besides the two of Sir Walter 
Scott, there were Portraits of Mrs. Lockhart (No. 90), of William 
Erskine of Kinnedder (No. 100), and of Daniel Terry (No. 108). Mr. 
Nicholson afterwards changed his style to oil, for full-sized Portraits. 
He was one of the Founders of the Scottish Academy in 1825, and 
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continued during life to act as Secretary ; nor is it too much to say that 
its ultimate success was in no small degree owing to his unwearied exer- 
tions. He died at Edinburgh, August i6, 1844, in the sixtieth year of 
his age. 
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XL 

PORTRAIT BY WATSON (GORDON). 1820. (No. 54.) 

The Committee were indebted to Mark Napier, Esq., Advocate, for 
calling their attention to this undescribed Portrait, belonging to Lord 
Napier, and to the courtesy (in his Lordship's absence from this country) 
of the Dowager Lady Napier in sending it for exhibition. It is signed, 
"John Watson, 1820," and is the earliest of several Portraits of Scott by 
the artist, best known as Sir John Watson Gordon, having assumed the 
name of Gordon in 1825. It seems to have escaped Mr. Lockhart's 
knowledge, nor has it previously been engraved. 

This Picture was painted for the Marchioness of Abercom, and pre- 
sented by her sister. Lady Julia Lockwood, to Lord Napier. The 
interest attached to this portrait is enhanced by the following extracts 
from two unpublished letters addressed by Sir Walter Scott to the 
Marchioness of Abercom. 

" Edinburgh, 1st July 1820. — The portrait is advancing by the pencil of a clever Artist, 
and will, I think, be a likeness, and a tolerably good picture. I hope to get it sent up 
before I leave town ; at any rate, I will have it finished so far as sittings are concerned. If 
I look a little sleepy, your kindness must excuse it, as I had to make my attendance on the 
man of colours betwixt six and seven in the morning." 

In reply to an inquiry by the Marchioness, he says : — 

." Abbotsford, August id^ 1820. — The dog which I am represented as holding in my 
arms is a Highland terrier from Kintail, of a breed very sensible, very faithful, and very ill- 
natured. It sometimes tires, or pretends to do so, when I am on horseback, and whines to 
be taken up ; where it sits before me like a child, without any assistance. I have a very 
large wolf-greyhound, I think the finest dog I ever saw ; but he has sate to so many artists 
that, whenever he sees brushes and a palette, he gets up and leaves the room, being sufficiently 
tired of the constramt." 
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XII. 
PORTRAIT BY LAWRENCE. i82o, (No. 55.) 

Her Gracious Majesty having been pleased to allow this interest- 
ing Portrait to be seen in Scotland, the following notices regarding it 
may not be without interest. It was commenced in 1820, at the time 
that Sir Walter sat to Chantrey for his first Bust. The usual practice of 
Sir Thomas Lawrence was, to put in the head of his portrait before 
deciding the position of his figure, and drawing in coloured chalks the 
true outline and expression of the face, so that he might transfer the 
same to canvas in the absence of his sitter. 

Mr. Lockharfs account of this Portrait in its unfinished state in 
1820, may be quoted : — 

" To adorn the walls of the Great Gallery at Windsor Castle, it was the pleasure of 
George the Fourth that one series should commence with Walter Scott The portrait was 
of course begun immediately, and the head was finished before Scott left town. Sir Thomas 
has caught and fixed with admirable skill one of the loftiest expressions of Scott's counten- 
ance at the proudest period of his life ; to the perfect truth of the representation every one 
who ever surprised him in the act of composition at his desk will bear witness. The ex- 
pression, however, was one with which many who had seen the man oflen were not familiar ; 
and it was extremely unfortunate that Sir Thomas filled in the figure firom a separate sketch 
after he had quitted London. When I first saw the head, I thought nothing could be 
better ; but there was an evident change for the worse when the picture appeared in its 
finished state ; for the rest of the person had been done on a different scale, and this neglect 
of proportion takes considerably firom the majestic effect which the head itself, and especially 
the mighty pile of forehead, had in nature. I hope one day to see a good engraving of the 
head alone, as I first saw it floating on a dark sea of canvas." 

As already stated, tbis Portrait was not finished until 1826, and was 

first exhibited in the Royal Academy, 1827. In the Life of Lawrence, 

■ 

the author, D. E. Williams, says : — 

" The artist felt his pride excited in painting the portrait of Sir Walter Scott, and he had 
been annoyed at reports of Sir Walter's having fallen off in his personal appearance. The 
pencil and the subject were reciprocally calculated to transmit each other to posterity." — 
(Lond. 1831. Vol. iL p. 455.) 
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Sir Thomas, in a letter to a lady, says : — 

"Russell Square, Thursday Evening. — My dear Madam, — I shall wait on you 
with the greatest pleasure. Sir Walter comes over to refute all the past reports about his 
looks, increased age, etc. I had the happiness of breakfasting with him this morning at 
Mr. Rogers'; and all the alteration I see is, in his complexion being fresher, his eye 
brighter, his face smoother, and his hair less grey than it was ; for it is now, I acknowledge, 
of silvery whiteness." — {3» p. 455.) 

Sir Walter, in his Diary, November 12, 1826, says : — 

" Went to sit to Sir T. L., to finish the picture for His Majesty, which every one says 
is a very fine one. I think so myself, and wonder how Sir Thomas has made so much out 
of an old weather-beaten block. But I believe the hard features of old Dons like myself 
are more within the compass of the artisfs skill than the lovely face and delicate complexion 
of females." 

'^ This Portrait has," says Allan Cunningham, *'also been much praised ; it is certainly 
very like, but wants the manly massive vigour of the heads of the same illustrious poet by 
Raebum. When I saw it first, the head alone was finished, all the surrounding ground was 
dark, and I thought it much more like than when the shoulders and body were added. 
' Tell Lawrence,' said an artist of high name, ' to let the portrait of your friend Scott stand 
as it is ; it is full of character and mental vigour, all of which he will diminish if he paints 
the body.'" — British Painters^ vol. vL p. 241. 

It is proper to add, that the Photograph, in order to give the portrait 
to greater advantage, does not represent the entire picture, of which 
there are excellent engravings, by Robinson, Horsburgh, and others. 

The death of Sir Thomas Lawrence, January 7, 1830, prevented his 
producing a full-length figure of Scott, among other commissions he 
had to execute for Sir Robert Peel. 
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XIII. 

PORTRAIT BY RAEBURN. 1822. (No. 57.) 

The two full-lengths of Scott, representing him seated, painted by 
Sir Henry Raebum in the year 1808, and repeated in 1809, are already 
described (No. IX.) At a later period, it is matter of regret that he 
was not employed to paint a third full-length, as intended. 

In the extensive additions to Bowhill, Charles fourth Duke of 
Buccleuch, in his last letter addressed to Scott, when on the eve of 
embarking at Portsmouth, early in 18 19, reminded him of a promise to 
sit for his portrait by Raebum, to be hung up in his Grace's large library- 
room there. The Duke's death at Lisbon, April 20, that year, put a stop 
to this. Lord Montagu, however, having again put Sir Walter in mind 
of this old promise in May 1822, he replied, he thought it would be 
better to wait two or three years longer, and allow the young Duke to 
judge for himself as to the mode of adorning this favourite residence at 
Bowhill. 

"Acquiescing," says Lockhart, "in the propriety of what Sir Walter had thus said 
respecting the proposed portrait for Bowhill, Lord Montagu requested him to sit, without 
delay, for a smaller picture on his own behalf; and the result was that half-length now at 
Ditton, which possesses a peculiar value and interest, as being the very last work of Rae- 
bum's pencil. The Poet's answer to Lord Montagu's request was as follows : — 

" * Abbotsford, 27M March 1822. — My dear Lord, — I should be very unworthy of so 
great a proof of your regard did I not immediately assure you of the pleasure with which I 
will contribute the head you wish to the halls of Ditton. I know no place where the 
substance has been so happy, and therefore the shadow may be so far well placed. I will 
not suffer this important affair to languish, so far as I am concerned, but will arrange with 
Raebum when I return to Edinburgh in May,' " etc. 

The later Portraits by Raeburn are of a head size. The one best 
known, which remained in the artist's possession, was engraved by W. 
Walker (No. 162), and has often been copied. The dates are somewhat 
uncertain. A second was painted by Raeburn for Sir Francis Chantrey. 
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A third is that represented in the present Photograph. Scott's biog^pher 
describes one or other of these heads as ** a massive, strong likeness, 
heavy at first sight, but grows into favour upon better acquaintance.*' 

This third Portrait is now in the possession of the Earl of Home.^ 
It was painted, as already mentioned, for Scott's friend. Lord Montagu, 
in the year 1822, but perhaps not finished till the year following. Sir 
Henry Raebum died at Edinburgh, July 8, 1823, in the sixty-eighth year 
of his age. Lord Montagu, who died October 30, 1845, without male 
issue, among his testamentary bequests of family portraits and other works 
of art in the gallery of Ditton Hall (near Windsor),* specially mentions 
this portrait of Scott and three others, which, under some arrangement 
with Lord Douglas, were to be sent to Scotland. In this way it became 
the property of the Earl of Home, who married Lord Montagu's eldest 
daughter. 

^ " On closely examining this picture, the elevation of the head seems to have been tampered 
with, and from the clumsy and coarse way in which this has been done, it must have been altered 
by another hand. In a photograph done from it, this comes out more distinctly than in the picture." 
—(Note by J. D.) 

Some years ago, a desire was expressed to obtain a copy of this portrait for the High 
School of Edinburgh, and the Earl of Home, with great courtesy, allowed this to be made from 
the one in his possession. It was skilfully executed by Francis Cruikshanks, at the expense of 
some old pupils of the High School. 

* Ditton Park, Buckinghamshire, is situated in the parish of Datchet, about three miles from 
Windsor. The old house of Ditton was entirdy consumed by fire in April 1812 ; but was rebuilt 
as a large modem mansion on the same site. An engraving of the new house is given in Neale*s 
Views of SeatSy etc^ voL i. Lond. 1818. 
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XIV. 
PORTRAIT BY WILKIE. 1824. (No. 56.) 

George the Fourth, in the view of commemorating his reception 
by the Scottish Nobility and Gentry at His Majesty's entrance to the. 
Palace of Holyrood, August 15, 1822, gave Wilkie a commission for a 
painting of this memorable event In a composition of this kind it was 
of course out of the question that Sir Walter Scott should be overlooked, 
although in treating such a difficult subject, crowded with figures, he 
has no prominent place, appearing in the background in the character of 
Historian or Bard, with an open collar and furred cloak. This painting, 
sent, by Her Gracious Majesty's permission, to the present Exhibition 
(No. 82), was not completed till the year 1830. 

' Wilkie returned to Scotland in 1824, to finish his studies for the 
painting. In that year, September 26, when in Edinburgh, he says : — 
** The likeness of Sir Walter Scott is the only one now wanting to com- 
plete my studies for the picture." — October 23, after his visit to Raith, he 
says, " I must get a sitting of Sir Walter Scott for my picture, this being 
one of my objects in coming to Scotland.^* — November i, "Sir Walter 
Scott expects me at Abbotsford, and is ready to sit. He has, however, 
sat so frequently of late to artists, and has had so many people about his 
house, that I grudge going upon such an errand ; however, it is a matter 
of duty rather than choice with me, and I must go at all hazards.^' 

Wilkie, on his return to London, writes to Sir Thomas Lawrence, 
November 20, 1824 : — 

" On leaving Scotland, the last person I parted with was Sir Walter Scott ; and one of 
the last things he said to me was, that I would remember him to Sir Thomas Lawrence. 
He means, I am happy to say, to be in London next spring ; and to see you, as I learnt, is 
one object of his visit." 

Also, in a letter to Sir George Beaumont, December 28, Wilkie adds : — 

" The last place I visited before my journey south was Abbotsford, where Sir Walter 
Scott has completed a most superb chiteau, much in the Flemish style ; and, though not 
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suited to the country about it, has got within itself so much comfort and magnificence, and 
his style of entertaining his friends is so truly baronial, that one can scarcely fancy an 
instance of wealth or honours being more happily bestowed. He purposes being in London 
next spring, and is at present in excellent health." 

Soon after this, Wilkie was laid aside from work, and spent three 
years on the Continent, partly for the recovery of his health. The 
present portrait of Scott, the finished study for his Holyrood Picture, 
had been bespoke by their mutual friend, Sir William Knighton. It 
does not seem, however, to be mentioned either by Mr. Lockhart or 
by Wilkie's biographer, Allan Cunningham, whose work has . supplied 
the above extracts. Wilkie, in a letter to Sir William, dated December 
1828, or six months after his return to England, says: — **The head of 
Walter Scott I am proceeding with. It comes better than I expected. 
I have ordered a frame, and I hope to have it nearly done by the time 
you see it Indeed, upon the subject of working, you have in your 
kindness given me great encouragement" 

There is an excellent engraving of it by Edward Smith, in June 
1 83 1 (No. 169).

XV. 

PORTRAIT BY SMITH. 1828. (No. 62.) 

Mr. Lockhart, in his Catalogue of Scott Portraits, has given an 
erroneous statement in mentioning those painted by Mr. Smith, when he 
says : — 

'^13. A half-length, by Mr. Colvin Smith, of Edinburgh, done in January 1828, for the 
artist's uncle. Lord Gillies. I never admired this picture ; but it pleased many, perhaps 
better judges. Mr. Smith executed no less than fifteen copies for friends of Sir Walter's ; 
among others, the Bishop of Llandaflf (Copleston), the Chief-Conmiissioner Adam, and 
John Hope, then Lord Justice- Clerk of Scotland." 

Now, from the best authority, we know that Mr. Smith never painted 
a half-length of Sir Walter Scott ; and that the original was done for the 
Lord Chief-Commissioner Adam, and is at Blair- Adam. It was No. 60 
in the present Exhibition. The circumstance of so many of Sir 
Walter's friends being desirous to obtain repetitions of the Portrait is 
certainly in its favour, both as a painting and a faithful and expressive 
likeness. 

On applying to the Artist, he has kindly favoured us with the fol- 
lowing list of those he actually painted, he thinks to the number of about 
twenty, and for seven of these Sir Walter gave him occasional sittings. 
These repetitions exhibit some variations in attitude or dress, but in 
general they are quite alike. 

"Portraits of Sir Walter Scott by Mr. Colvin Smith. 

" I. (Original) Lord Chief-Commissioner Adam ; 2. Lord Chief-Baron Shep- 
herd ; 3. Lord Gillies ; 4. Lord Jeffrey ; 5. Rev. Dr. Hughes, Dean [Canon] of 
St Paul's ; 6. Another copy; 7. Bishop of Llandaff ; 8. Lord Justice-Clerk Hope; 
9. Andrew Skene, Esq.; 10. Sir Frederick Adam; 11. Mr. Blackburn; 12. Mr. 
Campbell of Bl3rthswood; 13. Sir George Warrender; 14. Mrs. Laing; 15. Lord 
Minto; 16. Taylor's Institute, Oxford ; 17. Mr. Kay, London; and two or three 
other copies. — For seven of these, Sir Walter gave me one sitting each. 

" C. Smith." 
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The accompanying Photog^ph is from No. 62, the painting retained 
by Mr. Colvin Smith for himself.* 

In 1828, the Rev. Dr. Thomas Hughes, Canon Residentiary of St. 
Paul's, Vicar of Uffington, etc., having seen one of Mr. Smith's Portraits 
of Sir Walter Scott, purchased it, and gave a commission for a second 
one, with the intention of presenting it to Dr. Copleston, Bishop of 
Llandaff. In a letter to the artist, dated January 6, 1829, Dr. Hughes 
says : — 

" The picture arrived t)nly last evening, such has been the state of the weather, and I 
have just had the Bishop of Llandaff here, who is as much delighted with it as myself. It 
is the only picture of Sir W. that ever satisfied me — the ovXy familiar likeness; for Sir 
Thomas Lawrence's great picture is work of another character and class. I must now tell 
you a secret. The copy for the Bishop of Llandaff is a present from me. He was private 
tutor to my son at Oriel, and has been the intimate friend of us both ever since. He is also 
acquainted with Sir Walter — I believe well acquainted ; but certainly as great an admirer 
of him as any of us. Yet knowing the value of Sir Walter's time, he seems fearful of asking 
for that short sitting which would give the picture so much additional value. Perhaps Sir 
Walter will concede to the Bishop's modesty what he will not venture to ask. It would be 
no sign of modesty in me to ask, after the sitting that he has given me." 

Dr. Hughes died at his Residentiary House, Amen Corner, St. 
Paul's, January 6, 1833, aged seventy-seven. He had been private tutor 
to two of the Royal Family ; and was well acquainted with Sir Walter 
Scott, who was godfather to one of his grandsons. His son, John 
Hughes, Esq. of Donnington Priory, county Berks,* was author of an 
Itinerary of Provence and the Rhone, 1819, mentioned in the preface to 
Quentin Durward as by " a young Oxonian friend of mine, a poet, a 
draughtsman, and a scholar." 

It was published in 1822 ; and was followed by an interesting series 
of " Views in the South of France, chiefly on the Rhone," engraved from 
Drawings by Dewent, as Illustrations of Mr. Hughes's Itinerary. Lond. 
1825, small folio. 
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XVI. 
PORTRAIT BY GRAHAM GILBERT. 1829. (No. 63.) 

Sir Walter Scott was elected President of the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh, in November 1820. The Society, instituted in 1783, having 
commenced to form a series of Portraits of the several Presidents, as an 
ornament to their present hall in the Royal Institution Buildings ; this 
of Scott in 1829 was added to the number. It may perhaps be thought, 
like that of Lawrence, rather too much dressed up for the occasion ; but 
it is a pleasing likeness and a favourable specimen of the artist It was 
engraved in 1834 (No. 184) for Jerdan's National Portrait Gallery, 
vol. iii. 

The Artist retained in his own collection a duplicate of this Portrait. 
It was presented by his widow, in 1867, to the National Portrait 
Gallery, now removed to South Kensington. In this repetition the head 
has rather a square look ; there is no silver guard-chain round his neck ; 
nor a book in his right hand. In other respects, as to attitude, etc., the 
the two paintings are alike. 

John Graham, who afterwards assumed the name of Gilbert, was 
the son of a West India merchant resident in Glasgow, where he was 
bom in the year 1 794. He was allowed to follow the natural bent of his 
genius in his devotion to Art. He went to London in 18 18, and was 
enrolled a student of the Royal Academy, where he distinguished himself 
by gaining the silver medal in 18 19, and the gold medal in 1821 for the 
best historical painting, in oil-colours, of The Prodigal Son. After spend- 
ing two years in Italy, he commenced portrait-painter in Edinburgh, 
and raised himself to a high position in that department of Art. His 
residence in Italy gave him a decided love of the refined and classical 
style which he imparted to his Portraits. That of Provost Lawson has 
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been much admired ; in the words of an Art critic of the time, when the 
Portrait was exhibited, *' Mr. Lawson looks, in his official robes, like a 
Doge of old Venice, and the notion is sustained by the Venetian sweetness 
and lucidity of the colouring, etc., as though it belonged to an earlier and 
a greater school altogether." With no less truth it may be said that his 
full-length portrait of Sir John Watson Gordon, /^.R.S.A., would be 
worthy of Sir Thomas Lawrence. In 1830 he was elected a Member of 
the Rojral Scottish Academy. Upon his marriage, in 1834, with the 
niece of Mr. Gilbert of Yorkhill, he assumed the name of Gilbert, and 
took up his residence at Glasgow ; but still continued to exhibit in the 
Royal Scottish Academy. After a short illness, he died there, June 5, 
1866. 
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XVII. 

PORTRAIT BY WATSON GORDON. 1830. (No. 65.) 

This unfinished study was retained by the artist, and no doubt 
served as a model for other Portraits painted by Sir John Watson Gordon 
during the later period of Sir Walter's life. We cannot say with any 
certainty how many such Portraits he actually painted. From his later 
note-books, we have been favoured by his brother, Henry G. Watson, 
Esq., with the following list : — 

Excerpts from the Books of the late Sir J. Watson Gordon, relative 
to the Portraits of the late Sir Walter Scott painted by him. 

1. Sir Walter Scott, Kit Cat. 1830. 

2. Sir Walter Scott for Mr. Cadell, half-length. 1830. 

3. Head-size of Sir Walter Scott, purchased by Mr. Cadell. 1830.

Of these later Portraits, the one exhibited as No. 67, painted for Mr. 
Cadell in 1830, was considered the most important It was engraved 
on a small scale by Horsburgh for some of the Editions of Scott's Works. 
It is by no means a pleasing likeness. A copy of this painting, the full 
size, was made by Sir John in 1835 for the Speculative Society, and 
was exhibited (No. 73). 

Of head-size Portraits, there are repetitions in the possession of 

Sir William Stirling Maxwell, Bart. (No. 70.) 
Archibald Campbell Swinton, Esq. And 

Francis Richardson, Esq. 

John Watson, eldest son of Captain James Watson, R N., was born 
at Edinburgh in 1788. His father designed him for the Engineers, but 
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having the advantage of attending the Trustees* Academy of Drawing 
under John Graham, he was allowed to complete his studies, and devoted 
himself to the profession of an Artist. In the first Edinburgh Exhibi- 
tion, June 1808, he sent an " Historical picture," with this quotation : — 

" He ceased, and loud the boy did cry, 
And stretch'd his little anns on high ; 
Implored for aid each well-known fece. 
And strove to seek the Dame*s embrace." 

Lay of the Last Minstrel^ Canto iv. 

For some years he painted historical or poetical compositions, but his 
reputation as a portrait-painter increasing, he finally confined himself to 
that branch of Art In 1826, partly for distinction sake from other artists 
of the same name, he assumed that of Watson-Gordon. He was one of 
the earliest Members of the Scottish Academy, founded in 1823. He 
was elected a Royal Academician in 185 1, having for ten years previously 
been an Associate. 

On the death of Sir William Allan in 1850, he was unanimously 
chosen President of the Royal Scottish Academy, also Limner to Her 
Majesty, on which occasion he obtained the honour of knighthood. Sir 
John Watson Gordon died unmarried, June i, 1864. 
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XVIII. 
PORTRAIT BY GRANT. 1831. (No. 68.) 

" A CABINET PICTURE done at Abbotsford in 1831 by Francis Grant, 
RA., who had the advantage of a familiar knowledge of the subject, 
being an attached friend of the family. This interesting piece, which has 
armour and stag-hounds, was done for Lady Ruthven." — Lockhart. 

The Artist afterwards repeated this Painting with some alterations 
for the Engraving by Thomas Hodgetts, in 1835 (No. 196). The follow- 
ing letter from Sir Francis Grant, P.R.A., addressed to Sir William 
Stirling Maxwell, respecting the variations between the original painting 
and the engraving, cannot fail to interest the reader : — 

" The Lodge, Melton Mowbray, yi/«^ 5, 1872. 

** My dear Sir William, — The print was made from a copy painted by me of the original 
picture of Sir Walter Scott belonging to Lady Ruthven. The alterations in the dress, chair, 
etc., were unwisely made at the suggestion of the engraver (Mr. Hodgetts). It has always 
been a source of regret to me that the original picture had not been engraved. The copy 
became the property of the sixth Earl of Chesterfield, and is at Bretby Park, Derbyshire. 

"The circumstances of the painting of the original picture (the property of Lady 
Ruthven) are as follows : — 

" Sir Walter had consented to the wish expressed by Lady Ruthven that he should sit 
to me for a cabinet picture to be painted for herself. I accordingly went to Abbotsford, 
accompanied by Mrs. Grant, for that purpose. I suggested to Sir Walter that instead of 
bis giving me special sittings, if he would allow me to place my easel in his study I could 
paint his portrait whilst he was occupied in dictating his novel. He said, ' Can you indeed? 
that will be a great accommodation to me.' I accordingly, the following morning, placed 
my easel between Sir Walter and his amanuensis, William Laidlaw, who had formerly 
occupied land adjoining to Sir Walter's hill-farm. Sir Walter had frequently consulted him 
on farming matters, and had become very friendly with him. After a time poor Mr. Laidlaw 
failed, and all his stock and property were sold by auction. Laidlaw was at his wits' end, 
not knowing what to do, when Scott said to him, * Willie, do you think you could 
write my books for me, from dictation ? for I am getting old, and have some gout and 
rheumatism in my hands, which makes it difficult for me to write much.' His answer was, 
*• I am very willing to try,' and soon after he was regularly established as amanuensis. I had 
these particulars from Sir Walter himself. 

"Whilst I remained at Abbotsford, William Laidlaw arrived every morning at ten 
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o'clock, in the costume of a Lowland hilt-fanner, with his broad blue bonnet, a shepherd's 
plaid thrown across his shoulders, accompanied by his colly dog, which remained all day 
outside the house, waiting till his master's labours were completed, which generally occurred 
between one and two o'clock. 

" Sir Walter then mounted his pony, as he called him to me 'a laigh sweered beast,' 
and accompanied by his two deer-hounds, with William Laidlaw and his colly, the group 
proceeded to the hill-farm. When they arrived, whilst Scott and Laidlaw were discussing 
farming matters, the colly, followed by Scott's deer-hounds, would hunt about till he started 
a hare, when the deer-hounds gave chase. Sir Walter used to be highly interested in these 
chases, though he confessed to me they very rarely succeeded in catching the hare. 

"This is my recollection of Scotfs daily proceedings, followed by an evening ctf 
abundant anecdotes and charming conversation. 

"Whilst I was painting the picture, Scott was occupied chiefly in dictating C<mnt 
Robert of Paris, which he occasionally laid aside for a work he was at that time writing on 
Demonology. The large folio represented in the left hand of the picture was a volume of . 
reference on that subject, which he brought down from the upper shelves of his library, 
which I introduced into the picture at the time. 

" I was surprised at the extreme fluency with which Sir Walter dictated ; he never 
appeared to hesitate for a moment, unless Laidlaw failed to give him the last word. Laid- 
law was much interested in the progress of the picture, and frequently looked over my 
shoulder to see how it was getting on, and consequently was not always ready to give Scott 
the last word. This entirely put him out, and seemed to break the thread of his inspiration. 
On such occasions he would absolutely groan aloud, and exclaim, ' Oh Mr. Laidlaw t Mr. 
Laidlaw !' He would then require him to read over the last two pages before he was able to 
resume the story, which he did with much animation, suiting his voice to the nature of the 
subject. If it was of a melancholy character he would speak in slow and solemn tones. 
If of a gay and lively nature he would draw himself up and assume a look of animation, and 
change his voice and manner. 

" Afler I had been four days painting in his study, I was in the afternoon walking with 
him, when I said, ' I have now been four days in your study, and must have heard many fine 
passages, but I have been so much engrossed with my picture that I am ashamed to own 
that I cannot carry away a single sentence,' upon which he stopt his walk, and turning to 
me, resting on his staff, and with that charming smile that was so peculiar to him, said, 
' Well, my good friend, then it appears there was no love lost between us, for I was quite 
unconscious of your presence.' 

" I remember on one occasion, when our sdtting was somewhat prolonged, the dog 
Bran, the one represented standing up in the pictbre, began to show sonie symptoma of 
impatience, and went with his nose poking up Sir Walter's band, which in the picture !■ 
seen holding the pen. Scott, addressing me, said, ' You see, Mr. Grant, Bran begins to tfij nfc 
it is time we went to the Hill.' I said, ' May I ask you to wait a few minutes XooffX to 
enable me to finish the hand !* Upon which he turned to the dog, and in slow and measured 
words said, ' Bran — my man — do you see that gentleman (pointing to me) ; lie is painting 
my picture, and he wants us to bide a wee bit, till he has finished my hand (pointing to hts 
hand) ; so just lie down for a while and then we '11 gang to the Hill.' 

" The dog had been looking during this address into his face, and seemed perfectly to 
undersUnd, and retired quietly, and again curled himself up on the rug. Scotl then turned 
to me and said, ' Depend upon it, if people would speak slowly and with emphasis to their 
dogs, they understand a great deal more than we give them credit for.' 
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'* In Lockhart* s Life of Scott^ I think in the sixth volume, Sir Walter in his diary makes 
a lengthened allusion to our visit, and especially mentions the picture. 

'* I have only to add that in Lady Ruthven's picture Sir Walter is represented in the 
chair he always sat in, and in the dress he daily wore. When I left Abbotsford it had been 
my intention to complete the background of the picture more carefully at home. But Lady 
Ruthven, I think with judgment and taste, said, ' You should never touch this picture again.' 
It was therefore entirely painted as it now exists in the study of Sir Walter Scott — I am 
ever yours very truly, 

" FRANas Grant." 

Sir Franos Grant, D.C.L., a younger son of Francis Grant of 
Kilgraston, in Perthshire, was bom in i8o4. He was educated for the 
Bar ; but taking a strong dislike to the study of the Law, and having a not 
less strong passion for Art, he resolved to change his profession to that 
of a Painter. He became a Member of the Scottish Academy in 1830. 
At first, having been a keen sportsman, he distinguished himself by 
subjects of field sports and groups of figures in hunting-costume, which 
were much admired He afterwards established his reputation as a 
portrait-painter under the most favourable circumstances, from his social 
position. Sir Walter Scott, in his diary, March 26, 1831, while referring 
to his change of life and pursuits, speaks of him in high terms. Mr. Grant 
was elected an Associate of the Royal Academy of London in 1842, and 
a Royal Academician in 1851.^ His successful career as a painter secured 
his elevation to the high distinction of President of the Academy, 
February i, i866.

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XIX. 
PORTRAIT BY LANDSEER. 1833. (No. 72.) 

This posthumous Portrait of Sir Walter Scott and his Dogs was 
painted in 1833. 

** Mr. Edwin Landseer, R, A./' says Mr. Lockhart, " has recently 
painted a full-length portrait, with the scenery of the Rhymer's Glen ; 
and his familiarity with Scott renders this almost as valuable as if he 
had sat for it. This beautiful picture is in the gallery of Mr. Wells." 

It will be seen by an extract from Leslie's Autobiography at p. 93, 
that the Rhymer's Glen was a favourite haunt of its proprietor. 

Sir Edwin Henry Landseer, R.A. — This very eminent painter was 
the younger son of John Landseer, the Engraver (1759- 1852), one of the 
early Associates of the Royal Academy. 

His son Edwin was born in London in 1802, and received his first 
lessons in drawing from his father, showing from his early youth a taste 
for the study of animals. He became a student of the Royal Academy 
in 1826, and was elected an Associate in 1816, and an Academician in 
1 83 1. He was an Honorary Member of the Royal Scottish Academy; 
and obtained from Her Majesty the honour of knighthood in 1850. 
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XX. 
PORTRAIT OF LOCKHART, BY GRANT. (No. 83.) 

The Committee, as an exception to their rule regarding Illustrations, 
of the three Portraits of Mr. Lockhart exhibited as Nos. 87, 88, and 89, 
selected that by Sir Francis Grant It is a very pleasing likeness, painted 
about the year 1833. 



John Gibson Lockhart, son-in-law and biographer of Sir Walter 
Scott, was bom in the Manse of Cambusnethan, July 14, 1794. His 
father, who was Minister of that parish, in the Presbytery of Hamilton 
(1786- 1 796), was translated to one of the City Churches of Glasgow in 
1796 ; and obtained the tide of D.D, from Edinburgh in 1803. He died 
December 6, 1842, in the eighty-second year of his age. His son John 
was educated at the University of Glasgow, and obtained one of the 
Snell Exhibition Bursaries in Baliol College, Oxford, in 1809. He 
graduated B.C.L. in 181 7, and was created D.C.L, in 1834. He had 
previously come to Edinburgh to complete his Law studies, and passed 
Advocate in 18 16. His marriage with Sophia, eldest daughter of Sir 
Walter Scott, was in April 1820. 

Along with his friend Professor Wilson, Lockhart became one of 
the chief contributors to Blackwood's Edinburgh Magazine in October 
181 7. In this periodical first appeared his much admired Translations of 
Spanish Ballads. He also attained celebrity by his Novels, Valerius, 
Adam Blair, Reginald Dalian^ etc ; and was the chief writer of a work 
known as Peters Letters to his Kinsfolky under the assumed name of Dr. 
Peter Morris, as having taken his d^^ee of M.D. at the University of 
Edinburgh, in 18 19. It consists of a series of letters, containing lively 
spirited sketches of the most noted Edinburgh characters of that time. 
His Lives of Bums in Constable's Miscellany, and of Napoleon, and 
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other volumes in Murray's Family Library, display no ordinary skill as a 
biographer ; but his great work undoubtedly was his Life of Sir Walter 
Scott. 

Mr. Lockhart, on his appointment, in 1825, to be Editor of the 
Qiiarterly Review, removed to London. He occasionally revisited his 
friends in Scotland ; and at length, with broken health and spirits, he was 
removed to Abbotsford, where he breathed his last, November 25, 1854. 
He was interred in Dryburgh Abbey. 
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XXI. 

STATUE BY GREENSHIELDS. 1830. 

Mr, Lockhart describes Sir Walter Scott as having accompanied 
him in a visit to his brother's at Milton- Lockhart, in Clydesdale, in 
January 1829, where he enjoyed some days of relaxation. "It was there 
that he first saw the self-educated sculptor, John Greenshields, who 
greatly interested him from a certain resemblance to Bums, and took his 
first sitting for a very remarkable statue in freestone, now in Mr. Cadell's 
possession, — the last work which this worthy man was destined to 
complete." 

This Statue was presented by the Trustees of Robert Cadell, Esq. 
(who died January 20, 1849), to the Faculty of Advocates, and is now 
placed in their Under Library. All who personally knew Sir Walter 
Scott must acknowledge it to be a striking resemblance ; and the inscrip- 
tion for Bacon's statue at St Albans, when carved on the pedestal, 
Sic Sedebat, was most appropriate. The original Statue, owing to its 
ponderous weight, could not well be removed to the Exhibition rooms, 
neither was its present position well fitted for taking a photograph. 
Mr. M'Glashon however has since succeeded in the accompanying 
photo-lithograph, for which the permission of the Library Curators had 
previously been obtained. 

John Greenshields, a native of Carluke, in Lanarkshire, died there 
in April 1835, at the age of 40. (See Lockhart's Life of Scott ^ voL ix. 
pp. 280-288.) 
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XXII. 
MEDALLION PORTRAIT BY HENNING. 1810. 

John Henning, Sculptor, as already stated (p. 4, No. 11, and p. 45), 
who was bom at Paisley in 1771, exhibited at Edinburgh a Medallion 
Portrait of Scott, in 1809. The Drawing of which a facsimile is here 
given belongs to the subsequent year. A cast of a similar Medallion 
in the present Exhibition (No. 1 1), was most likely made from this draw- 
ing by Henning in 18 10. It was recently found by Mr. Drummond, 
R.S.A., in a volume of Studies acquired not long since by his friend 
John Pender, Esq., M.P., who allowed the Volume to be brought to 
Edinburgh for this purpose. It contains twelve drawings which had 
remained in the possession of one of Henning's family. They have 
since been carefully mounted for preservation, and handsomely bound, 
with this title — 

Studies from Life, by J. Henning, Sculptor. 
The contents of this Volume may be enumerated : — 

1. Medallion Head of King William the Fourth, in black lead, with the date June 25, 

1827, at the Admiralty, done for the Medal struck by William Wyon, on the 
King's accession. 

*^* William Wyon, R.A., gem-engraver and medallist, was bom in 1795. I" 
1828 he was appointed chief engraver to the Mint. Amongst his numerous works 
he executed a medal of Sir Walter Scott, the reverse of which was designed by that 
worthy old man Thomas Stothard, R.A. Wyon, who had been a student of the 
Royal Academy in 181 7, was elected an Associate in 1831, and an Academician in 
1838. He died October 29, 1851. — (Sandby's History^ vol. ii. p. 192.) 

2. Portrait of the Princess Charlotte of Wales, drawn 1822. 

3. Medallion Head of the Duke of Wellington, March 1827. 

4. Ditto of Louis XVIH. 

5. " Sketch of my Drawing of Sir H. Davy," 1810. 

6. Portrait of Mrs. Siddons. 
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7. Medallion Portnut of Lord Jefifrey.

Of Henning himself, who was an Honorary Member of the R.S. A., 
and died in 185 1, there are two or three characteristic photographs or 
calotypes in his venerable old age. In one of these, along with Henning, 
there is a striking likeness of Alexander Handyside Ritchie, Sculptor, 
A.R-S.A., who died in 1870. His figures for the pediment of the Com- 
mercial Bank, and other public buildings in Edinburgh, show that he was 
no unworthy pupil of Thorwaldsen. The prints have neither names nor 
date, but were taken by Messrs. D. O. Hill and Robert Adamson, 
at their "Calotype Studio, Calton Stairs, Edinburgh" (1844- 1848).

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XXIII. 
TWO HEADS, BY GEDDES, 1818. and SLATER, 1821. 

(A.) 

The Portrait of Scott by Geddes, exhibited as No. 52, was one of 
the studies or sketches made for a large painting of " the Discovery of 
the Regalia" in February 18 18. The present head is taken from an 
engraving (No. 1 50), under the Artist's inspection, by F. C. Lewis, in 
1824. 

The following note by Mr. Geddes, addressed to Abraham Cooper, 
R.A., proves that the large painting referred to had been completed. 
This note is contained in a very interesting volume of Autographs 
and Engravings, which was recently acquired for the British Museum : — 

" 15 Be&ners Street, 6M Jvly 1843. 

'' My dear Sir, — I fear I cannot name to a certainty the year I painted the study of 
Sir Walter's head ; it was done at the same time I did the heads of the other Commissioners, 
to be inserted into the large picture I painted of the Finding of the Regalia of Scot- 
land. — Yours faithfully, Andw. Geddes.

This head represents an excellent Engraving by R. W. Sievier, of 
an original sketch by Mr. Slater, in the possession of Sir Robert Henry* 
Inglis, Bart, and published by the Artist in 182 1 (No. 155). 

Joseph Slater was a well-known Portrait- Painter, who was settled 
in London as a resident, first in Greek Street, Soho, afterwards 
for many years in Newman Street, Oxford Street Slater continued to 
be an exhibitor at the Royal Academy from the year 1806 till 1836. 
By him are the drawings of all the heads in the first volume, and of four 
in the second volume, of Portraits of the Members of Grilliotis Club, 
1 8 13- 1863 (London, privately printed, 1864, folio), of which there is a 
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copy in the Print Room of the British Museum. This Club commenced, 
say the Editors (the late Sir Thomas Dyke Acland and Sir James 
BuUer East), " with a few College friends, who lived together in the most 
cordial intimacy at Christ Church during the years 1805-6-7-8, and most 
of whom, after leaving Oxford, re-assembled in Edinburgh for attendance 
on the lectures of Dugald Stewart, Playfair, Hope, and other distinguished 
Professors of that University." In the winter of 18 12- 13 was laid the 
foundation of the present Society. The entire number enrolled from 
181 2- 13 to 1863 was 155, and the living members in the latter year were 
80, of whom 55 assembled on the 6th May to celebrate the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the Club, under the Presidency of the late Earl of Derby. 
The meetings have always taken place at Grillion's Hotel, Albemarle 
Street, W., whence the name of the Club. The 66 portraits by Slater 
were engraved by F. C. Lewis, R. J . Lane, and other artists. 

The collection took its rise from a commission given to him by Sir 
T. Dyke Acland in 18 19 to execute the portraits of some twenty Christ- 
Church and other friends. In or about 1824 the Members of the Club 
whose portraits had thus been taken, agreed each to cause his own to be 
engraved, and to present it to the rest Since that time, it has been 
the rule that each Member who shall present his own engraved portrait 
to the Club shall be entitled to the complete collection, which is not to 
be obtained on any other terms. In the rare cases in which copies of 
the completed volumes have occurred for sale, they have brought very 
high prices. The portraits in the second volume are 67, five by Slater 
and 62 by George Richmond, R.A., to whom, on the death of Slater, 
his commission was transferred, and by whom it was held with universal 
approval until his resignation in 1864. Mr. Slater died in or about 
1836. His " Grillion Portraits," embracing many of the most distin- 
guished men of his day, will probably be the works by which he will 
be best remembered.

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XXIV. 
PORTRAIT BY LESLIE. 1824. 

" A half-length, painted by C. R. Leslie, R.A., in 1824, for Mr. 
Ticknor of Boston, New England, is now in that gentleman's possession. 
I never saw this picture in its finished state, but the beginning promised 
well, and I am assured it is worthy of the artist's high reputation. It has 
not been engraved — in this country, I mean — but a reduced copy of it 
furnished an indifferent print for one of the Annuals." — Lockhart. 

Mr. George Ticknor, the accomplished author oixh^Htstory 0/ Spanish 
LiteraUirCy a native of Boston, Massachusetts, was bom August i, 1791. 
After spending two or three years on the Continent, he came to Scot- 
land, and was kindly received at Abbotsford, in the year 18 19. In a 
letter, sent through Mr. Constable to Sir Walter Scott, dated at Boston, 
May 7, 1824, he requested, as a special favour, that Sir Walter would sit 
for his Portrait, by any artist he chose to employ. Sir Walter having 
consented, Mr. Constable recommended Mr. Leslie, then a rising artist, 
who had furnished some admirable designs for Waverley, It was finally 
arranged that Leslie, for this purpose, should visit Abbotsford in July 
that year. 

George Ticknor, Esq., was for several years Professor of Modem 
Languages and Literature in Harvard College. He died in 187 1. 

As there seemed some doubt respecting Leslie's portrait, Mr. Tick- 
nor's representatives were communicated with on the subject, and in reply 
Messrs. James R. Osgood and Co. wrote : " We have applied to the 
family of the late Mr. George Ticknor for permission to make a photo- 
graph of Leslie's portrait of Scott, painted for Mr. Ticknor. During 
Mr. Ticknor's life, several applications were made to him for photo- 
graphing and engraving this portrait These applications were uniformly 
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declined, and for this reason the family are reluctant to grant any such 
permission. They have, however, given their consent to the use of 
photographs for purposes of this Catalogue only, with the understanding 
that it shall not be engraved, and that only such number of photographs 
shall be printed as are needed for the Catalogue." 

In acknowledging this letter, Mr. Laing, while expressing the thanks 
of the Committee to Messrs. Osgood and to Mr. Ticknor's family for 
this obliging offer, said that ordinary photographs would not suit their 
purpose for Illustration, besides the want of time, as it was then expected 
that no delay would occur in completing the Catalogue. He requested, 
however, to be favoured with a description of the portrait, which was 
complied with in the following polite note : — 

** Boston, July 12, 1872. 

" Dear Sir, — On behalf of the family of the late George Ticknor, Esq., I beg leave 
to answer the inquiries contained in your letter of June 29, addressed to Messrs. Osgood 
and Co. 

" The Portrait of Sir Walter Scott, by Leslie, is a half-length, shewing both the hands. 
The figure is seated. The right hand rests upon a staff, the left lies upon the left thigh. 
It represents him in a morning dress ; the coat is green, the waistcoat drab or yellow, the 
cravat black, the collar limp and turned over. In the upper left-hand comer are the arms 
of Scott. The dimensions of the canvas are three feet in height and two feet four inches in 
width. It is an excellent work of art, and the likeness was pronounced by the late Mr. 
George Combe to be admirable. — Your obedient servant, G. S. Hillard. 

" To D. Laing, Esq." 

It was imagined from the words of Sir David Wilkie, September 15, 
1824, that it had been a full-length portrait. — ** Leslie," he says, "is 
painting a portrait of Sir Walter Scott as large as life." The above 
description settles the question that the portrait was a half-length, of 
which Mr. Leslie may have retained a duplicate, besides painting the one 
for Mr. Constable, from which there are two or three small engravings, in 
England. 

In a volume in the British Museum, containing the Correspondence 
of Abraham Cooper, Esq., R.A., the celebrated animal painter, and pur- 
chased from his widow, February 13, 1869, there are many letters relating 
to portraits and other illustrations for Sir Walter Scott's works ; among 
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these is the following note by Leslie, which proves that one of the small 
engravings was done under his own inspection : — 

" 41 PORTMAN Square, Thursday, 

"Dear Cooper, — Do not engage any engraver for the little portrait [of Scott!], as I 
think I can get Danforth to do it. I shall write to day to Lord Egremont — ^Yours most 
truly, " C. R. Leslie." 

Along with this note there is a proof impression of the small 
portrait, inscribed '* Sir Walter Scott Painted by C R. Leslie, R.A. 
Engraved by M. J. Danforth. Published by Longman, Rees, Orme, and 
Green. 1828." It was therefore thought desirable to give a lithographic 
facsimile, somewhat enlarged, of this pleasing portrait 

Charles Robert Leslie, R.A., was bom at Clerkenwell, near Lon- 
don, in 1794, of American parents. They left England in 1799, and 
their son was educated at Philadelphia. In 181 1 Leslie returned to 
London ; became a student of the Academy ; was admitted an Associate 
in 182 1, and R.A. in 1826. In many English galleries, especially in the 
South Kensingrton Museum, there are numerous examples of Leslie's 
painting^. This eminent artist, who is also favourably known as an 
author, died at London, May 4th, 1859. In the following year, Mr. Tom 
Taylor published Autobiographical Recollections of the late Charles Robert 
Leslie, R.A. In this work there is an account of his visit and agreeable 
reception at Abbotsford. 

During his visit Leslie says, — 

'' When I began the portrait, Scott suggested that for the background I should take 
" Thomas the Rhymer's Glen," one of his favourite haunts. I went with him and Mr. Rose 
to see it and when we came near the spot where Thomas was supposed to have met the 
Queen of the Fairies, Sir Walter and I dismounted from our ponies, and as the descent 
into the Glen was steep, I offered to help him ; but he declined assistance, saying, he cotdd 
get along best in his own way, etc. . . . The Glen was beautiful, and as he rested himself 
in his favourite seat near a litde succession of water&dls, he said, with a strong emphasis 
of satisfaction on the two last words, 'A poor thing, but mineown^ I told him the dimen- 
sions of my picture would not admit the scene as a background, as its leading features could 
not be brought into so small a compass. I might, however, have made a sketch of it with 
Sir Walter in the spot he loved, and my only excuse for not doing it is that Mr. Rose, who 
was too infirm to descend into the glen, was waiting for us above.*' — (Vol. i. p. 89.)

XXV. 
PORTRAIT BY NEWTON. 1824. (No. 57.) 

The Original Portrait of Scott by Newton is now at Abbotsford. 
It is thus described by Mr. Lockhart : — 

"A small three-quarters in oil, done at Chiefswood in August 1824^ ^7 the late 
Gilbert Stewart Newton, R.A, and' presented by him to Mrs. Lockhart. This pleasing 
Picture gives Sir Walter in his usual country dress — a green jacket and black neckcloth, 
with a leathern belt for carrying the forester's axe round the shoulders. It is the best 
domestic portrait ever done. A duplicate, in Mr. Murray's possession, was engraved for 
Finden's Illustrations of Byron'' 

The duplicate Painting mentioned in this extract was in the 
Exhibition (No. 57), lent by John Murray, Esq., London, and is well 
known from small Engravings by Finden, Ryall, and Bird (Nos. 171, 
etc) 

Another Original by Newton belongs to John Forster, Esq., 
Palace Gate House, Kensington. It is in excellent preservation, and 
the accompanying Photograph was obtained by Sir William Stirling 
Maxwell Upon comparing this with the Abbotsford painting there are 
several minute variations ; but not necessary to be pointed out, unless it 
be that the face in the Abbotsford painting is more contemplative, and 
the mouth more curved, and expressive.

PORTRAIT BY MACLISE. 1825. 

In the Memoir of Daniel Maclise^ R.A., by W. Justin O'Driscoll, 
M.RI.A., Barf ister-at- Law (London, 187 1), there is the following notice 
of Sir Walter Scott's visit to Cork, in 1825, which may be quoted in con- 
nexion with the interesting chalk or pencil drawing of his head by that 
late eminent artist, then a youth, of which an exact facsimile is here given. 

'* In the autumn of 1825, Sir Walter Scott made a hasty tour of Ireland, accompanied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Lockhart and Miss Edgeworth. Amongst other places he stayed a short 
time at Cork, and whilst there he visited the establishment of Mr. Bolster, an eminent 
bookseller. The presence of the illustrious author attracted crowds of literary persons there. 
Maclise, then a mere boy [he was bom January 25, 181 1], conceived the idea of making a 
sketch of Sir Walter, and having placed himself unobserved in a part of the shop which 
afforded him an admirable opportunity, he made in a few minutes three outline sketches, 
each in a different position. He brought them home, and having selected that one which 
he considered the best, worked at it all night, and next morning brought to Bolster a highly 
finished pen-and-ink drawing, handled with all the elaborate minuteness of a line engraving. 
Bolster placed it in a conspicuous part of his shop, and Sir Walter with his friends having 
again called during the day it attracted his attention when he entered. He was struck with 
the exquisite finish and fidelity of the drawing, and at once inquired the name of the artist 
who had executed it Maclise, who was standing in a remote part of the shop, was brought 
forward and introduced to Sir Walter. The great author took him kindly by the hand, and 
expressed his astonishment 'that a mere boy could have achieved such a work, and predicated 
that he would yet distinguish himself. Sir Walter then asked for a pen, and wrote with his 
own hand Walter Scott at the foot of the sketch. Maclise was advised by Mr. Bolster to 
have it lithographed. That branch of art was only then in its infancy. There was no litho- 
graphic press in Cork, and but one in Dublin. Maclise himself prepared the tracings for 
transferring the drawing to the slate. Five hundred copies were struck ofi" and were sold 
as rapidly as they were printed. One of these original sketches, with the study in oils for 
The Spirit of Justice^ and some early drawings of the artist, were to be seen in the National 
Exhibition at Cork in 1852. — This little sketch of Sir Walter Scott created such a sensa- 
tion amongst art critics and the public, that Maclise, not without great reluctance and 
diffidence on his part, was induced by his friends to open an atelier in Patrick Street. He 
attained at once full practice for his pencil,'* etc. (pp. 20-22.) 

The present Drawing seems not to be known to the Artist's bio- 
grapher. It now belongs to John Forster, Esq., and the use of it was 
obtained by Sir William Stirling Maxwell, Bart. 
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XXVII. 
THREE FULL-LENGTH SKETCHES OF SCOTT. 1825-1831. 

These Sketches are brought together, as exhibiting, from different 
points of view, a whole-length of the Author of Waverley, as he used to 
be seen on the streets of Edinburgh. 

(A.) 

The first of these Sketches, or the one to the left, is by Daniel 
Macuse, done at Cork in 1825. The quotation from the Memoir of 
Maclise, in No. XXVL, explains the circumstances under which the 
youthful artist was enabled to take his sketches on the spot, and to 
attract the notice and approbation of Sir Walter Scott himself. 

A few years later, in Erasers Magazine, there appeared a series of 
clever sketches, as the " Gallery of Illustrious Literary Characters," 
chiefly contributed by Maclise with the signature of Alfred Croquis, 
In No. VI. of this series the accompanying lithograph sketch by Maclise 
was given in November 1830, with a descriptive account of Scott, from 
which the following is an extract : — 

** On the opposite page is old Sir Peveril ! Many a time has he figured on canvas or 
paper, in stone, bronze, or plaster, in oil or water-colours, lithographed, copperplated, mezzo- 
tinted, in all the variety of manner that the art of the sculptor, the founder, the modeller, 
the painter, the etcher, the engraver, the whole tribe of the imitators of the face divine, 
could display him. He has hung in the chamber of kings, and decorated the door of the 
alehouse — has graced the boudoir of beauty, and perambulated the streets borne upon the 
head of a swarthy Italian pedlar. He has been depicted in all moods and all postures ; but 
we venture to say that the Baronet, as he really looks, was never so exactly put before the 
public as we now see him. 

<' There he is, sauntering about his grounds, with his Lowland bonnet in his hand, 
dressed in his old green shooting- jacket, telling old stories," etc. — {Fraser^s Magazine, 
November 1830, p. 412.) 
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(B.) 

The centre figure is reduced from the large (and somewhat 
unfinished) painting exhibited as No. 71. To the notices of Mr. James 
Hall, given at pages 15 and 113, it may further be added, that at the 
time of the great fire in Edinburgh, in November 1824, Mr. Hall made 
various spirited drawings and sketches of the ruins. Eight of these, 
some in lithography, others engraved in outline, were published for the 
benefit of the sufferers — an instance of the liberal-minded spirit which 
Mr. Hall displayed through life. — See Burgon's Memoir of Patrick 
Fraser Tytler, 1859, p. 171. 

(c.) 

The third or right-hand figure is from a Drawing by Benjamin 
William Crombie, a Miniature Painter, Edinburgh, in 1831. He was 
the son of Mr. Andrew Crombie, Solicitor-at-Law, Edinburgh {b. 1761, 
d. Sept. 1847), and was bom at Fountainbridge, in the parish of St 
Cuthbert's, Edinburgh, July 19, 1803. His name occurs as an Exhibitor 
at the Scottish Academy in 1829, and in subsequent years, with few ex- 
ceptions, during the rest of his life. He died at Edinburgh, June 10, 1847. 

Crombie will chiefly be remembered by a series of plates, coloured 
or tinted, which were published in separate parts, each plate having two 
figures, exhibiting a marked contrast, of the more striking person- 
ages in Edinburgh. They were afterwards collected and published in 
oblong folio, with this title, Men of Modern Athens ; or Portraits of 
Eminent Personages {existing or supposed to exist) in the Metropolis of 
Scotland. Edinburgh, Hugh Paton, 1839-1851. They are cleverly 
drawn ; and the names of the persons are given on a separate leaf, in 
the complete set of forty-eight plates, or ninety-six full-length figures. 
The one of TJie Author of Waverley is of an earlier date, and not 
included in that Volume. 
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XXVIII. 
THE ABBOTSFORD FAMILY, BY WILKIE. 1817. (No. 76.) 




The above is an Outline Sketch of the upper portion of a fine 
Painting by Wilkie, representing (not indeed very happily) Scott and 
his family in the character of peasants. 

This painting, executed in 1817 for Sir Adam Ferguson, whose 
portrait is the most successful in the group, has been several times 
engraved (Nos. 141-144). It is thus graphically described by Sir Walter 
himself, in a letter to his friend Sir Adam Ferguson, dated Abbotsford, 
2d August 1827 ;-— 

" The idea which our inimitable Wilkie adopted, was to represent ow family group in 
the garb of south-country peasants, supposed to be concerting a merry-making, for which 
some of the preparations are seen. The place is the terrace near Kayside, commanding an 
extensive view towards the Eildon Hills, i. The sitting figure, in the dress of the miller 
I believe, represents Sir Walter Scott, author of a few scores of volumes, and proprietor of 
Abbotsford, in the county of Roxburgh, t. In front, and presenting, we may suppose, a 
NO.

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country wag, somewhat addicted to poaching, stands Sir Adam Ferguson, knight, Keeper of 
the Regalia of Scotland. 3. In the background is a very handsome old man, upwards of 
eighty-four years old at the time, painted in his own character of shepherd. He ako 
belonged to the numerous clan of Scott. ... 4. 5. 6. — 4. Of the three female figures, the 
elder is the late regretted mother of the family represented. 5. The young person most 
forward in the group is Miss Sophia Charlotte Scott, now Mrs. John Gibson Lockhart, and 
6. her younger sister. Miss Ann Scott Both are represented as ewe-milkers, with their 
leglinsy or milk-pails. 7. On the left of the shepherd, the young man holding a fowling-piece, 
is the eldest son of Sir Walter, now Captain in the King's Hussars. 8. The boy is the 
youngest of the family, Charles Scott, now of Brazenose College, Oxford. The t^'O dogs 
were distinguished favourites of the family; the large one was a stag-hound of the old 
Highland breed, called Maida." 

This description of the Picture, to which Wilkie alludes in a letter 
to his sister, from Madrid, Oct 30, 1827, had appeared in the newspapers, 
and is quoted in the prospectus of the Engraving by Robert Graves, 
A.R.A., when the Engraving was ** Nearly Ready/' 1837 : — 

" I have just seen in the papers Sir Walter Scott's letter, giving an account of my little 
picture of his family. I cannot help admiring it extremely for its cleverness and goodness 
of heart, and Washington Irving is quite delighted with it" 

Sir David Wilkie was born in the manse of the parish* of Cults, 
Fifeshire, November 18, 1785; and was educated as an Artist under 
John Graham, master of the Trustees' Drawing Academy, Edinburgh. 
He was admitted a Student of the Royal Academy, London, in 1805 J 
and taking up his residence in London, he was elected an Associate 
in 1809; and an Academician in 18 11. On the death of Sir Henry 
Raeburn in 1823 Wilkie was appointed Limner to His Majesty for 
Scotland. In 1830 he became successor to Sir Thomas Lawrence 
as Portrait Painter in ordinary to the King. In 1836 he received from 
William IV. the honour of knighthood. He died on his return home 
from the East on board a steamer, off Gibraltar, June i, 1841. 
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XXIX. 

GALA DAY AT ABBOTSFORD, BY ALLAN. (No. 80.) 

The accompanying Plate Is a reduced facsimile of a sketch, in sepia, 
by Sir William Allan, P.R.S.A. A somewhat similar, but unfinished, 
sketch in oil was also exhibited (No. 79). Neither of these requires 
any minute description. The Artist, in his visits at Abbotsford in later 
years, may have intended to paint the subject on a larger scale ; but this 
he never accomplished. 

In a very clever painting for William Gott, Esq., Banker, Leeds, in 
1823, of "The Ettrick Shepherd's House-heating," Allan introduced a 
figure of Scott, but not a very successful likeness. A few years later we 
have a portrait representing " The Author of Waverley in his Study," 
with this inscription, ** W. Allan, K.^K,^ pinx. R. Goodall, sculp. Pub- 
lished October i, 1828, by John Sharpe, London." It may have been 
engraved for one of the Annuals. 

One of Allan's most finished works was that of " Sir Walter Scott 
Bart., at Abbotsford," painted in 1831 (No. 66). It was engraved in a 
superior style by John Burnet (No. 194). In March 187 1 it was pur- 
chased for the National Portrait Gallery, London, at £^6^, los. 

The Painting represents Sir Walter Scott seated in his Study at 
Abbotsford, reading Queen Mary s Proclamation previous to her marriage 
with Henry Lord Darnley, " Subscribed with our hand, and gevin vnder 
our Signet At Halirudhous the xxviij day of JuHj, and of our Regnne 
the xxiij zeir 1565. — Marie R." — It cannot be said that the Artist was 
fortunate in his design, as the document is so apt to be mistaken for an 
ordinary newspaper. The original precept is still preserved in the 
General Register House; it measures 12 inches by 8f. 

Sir William Allan, historical painter, was bom at Edinburgh in 

NO. XXIX.] 
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1782. He was educated at the Trustees Drawing Academy. He also 
had the advantage of being a student of the Royal Academy, of which 
he became an Associate in 1825. In the following year he was chosen 
Master of the Trustees' School for Drawing, Edinburgh. In early life he 
was in Russia, visiting Tartary and Turkey, and returned to his native 
city in 18 14. His "Circassian Captives," and other similar subjects, 
which he then exhibited in Edinburgh, established his reputation. He 
was elected R.A. London, in 1835, and President of the Royal Scottish 
Academy in 1838. On the death of Sir David Wilkie he was appointed 
Limner to Her Majesty for Scotland, obtaining the honour of knight- 
hood. He died in 1850.

SIR WALTER SCOTT AND HIS FRIENDS 
AT ABBOTSFORD, BY FAED. (Xo. 78.) 




The above is an outline sketch of the original Painting in the 
possession of Alexander Dennistoun, Esq., by Thomas Faed, R.A., 
which was exhibited as No. 78. The object of this sketch was to sen-e 
as a Key to the persons represented in an imaginary assemblage at 
Abbotsford, when the engraving, by the Artist's brother, Mr. James 
Faed (No. 230), was published by James Keith, January- 2, 1854. 

It is proper to mention that the original picture was painted by 
Mr. Faed in 1849, upon a commis^on for Mr. Keith, an Edinburgh 
xa XXX.] 
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Publisher, with the view of having it engraved. The engraving proved 
a very lucrative speculation, from the mode in which the keen and enter- 
prising publisher was enabled to push its sale in the United States as 
well as in this country : he thought, therefore, that by obtaining a second 
and smaller painting, and having a distinguished American introduced in 
some conspicuous position, to be engraved anew, this introduction of a 
** great Yankee " would insure a still greater success on the other side 
of the Atlantic. Before this could be accomplished, the publisher died. 

The second and smaller Painting was, however, completed, and 
acquired by the late Mr. Joseph Gillott of Birmingham, at the sale of 
whose extraordinary collection of paintings at London, April 19, 1872, 
Mr. Faed's picture fetched the very large sum of 910 guineas. On 
applying to the Artist, in regard to the difference between this Painting 
and the one exhibited as No. 78, Mr. Faed, in a note to Mr. James 
Drummond, R.S.A., says : — 

"This picture of Sir Walter and his Literary Friends, sold last Friday at Gillott's 
Sale, was not Mr. Dennistoun's, but a smaller one, some i foot 5 inches by 2 feet — in fact, 
the size of the engraving from Mr. D.'s ; and was painted in 1856, and then, or rather when 
commenced, intended for publication to ^m\. the American market^ — I mean by publication, to 
be engraved. You may remember (no ; I don't suppose you do anything of the kind), but 
I will tell you, that in the large work there was no great Yankee, so in the second venture 
Washington Irving was introduced, and that introduction made me make others that, to a 
great extent, changed the whole left of the work — from a picturesque point of view, totally 
changed it. I have nothing more to say on the matter, except that poor Keith died before 
the original intention was carried out" 

Washington Irving, as Author of Abbotsford, or Recollections of a 
Friendly Visit to Sir Walter Scott, in 18 16, published in Irving* s 
Miscellanies in 1835, was well entitled to be represented in such a 
group. For picturesque effect, in consequence of the alteration in group- 
ing the figures, the composition on the left-hand side, as Mr. Faed says, 
required to be altered ; and while Lord Byron and Washington Irving 
were introduced, the actual number of figures was lessened by the omis- 
sion of Nos. 12, 14, 15, 16, and 17, who were reckoned, it might be, as 
persons chiefly of local celebrity. 
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ORIGINAL MANUSCRIPTS. 

The circumstances under which the earlier Waverley Novels were 
published, contributed to the care that was bestowed in preserving the 
Original Manuscripts. These Volumes, written by the Author curraiU 
ccUanio^ having subsequently been widely dispersed at public Sales or by 
private arrangements, it was of course not possible to obtain the entire 
Series for the Loan Exhibition. In the present Catalogue, however, it 
may be well that this division should not be restricted to such MSS. 
as were actually exhibited : by giving a correct notice of these Sales 
from the printed Catalogues, it will assist in tracing the subsequent fate 
of the respective Manuscripts. 

The public acknowledgment by Sir Walter Scott of the authorship 
of the Waverley Novels took place on the 23d of February 1827. This 
was on occasion of his presiding at a Theatrical Fund dinner in the 
Assembly Rooms, Edinbuigh ; and a better opportunity could scarcely 
have happened for making a public avowal than to such a large 
assemblage. As one of the survivors of those who had the happiness 
to be present, the writer of this notice cannot foiget the enthusiastic 
excitement with which his dear, explicit, and unhesitating avowal as the 
sole Author was received. 

Four years previously. Sir Walter had presented the Manuscripts of 
the Novels to his friend the publisher, Mr. Constable, under the seal of 
secrecy. Indeed, so decided was he to conceal the authorship dur- 
ing his life, that the instrument, dated in December 18 18, ccmveying to 
Messrs. Constable and Company the existing copyrights^ contained a clause 
by which they bound themselves never to divulge the name of the Author 
of Waverley during his life, under a penalty of £iqqo. The same clause 
was repeated in a subsequent deed in 1821. 
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The Manuscripts, it is well known, for the purpose of such conceal- 
ment of the authorship, were transcribed by one or other persons in strict 
confidence, under Mr. Ballantyne's direction, to be placed in the com- 
positors' hands. 

Subsequent to this transcription and publication, the Original manu- 
scripts were delivered, from time to time, either to Scott himself or to the 
charge of his friend, Mr. Erskine of Kinnedder. Upon the lamented and 
unexpected death of the latter, his trustees, in examining his repositories, 
carefully sealed up and returned all Sir Walter's private correspondence. 
This we learn from the trustees' minutes, and it sufficiently explains the 
fact that none of Scotf s letters or manuscripts could be discovered at 
Kinnedder upon a recent and careful search.^ 

In noticing the dispersion of the Waverley Manuscripts, there were 
three collections which require to be specially described. 



I.— THE CONSTABLE MANUSCRIPTS, 1823-1831. 

Sir Walter Scott's letter presenting the Waverley Manuscripts to 
Mr. Constable in 1823, was first published in Lockhart's Life, and is as 
follows : — 

** On the morning (says Mr. Lockhart) after that first Bannatyne 
Club dinner, Scott sent such of the Waverley MSS. as he had in Castle 
Street to Mr. Constable, with this note : — 

** * Edinburgh, loth March 1823. — Dear Constable, — You who have 
so richly endowed my little collection, cannot refuse me the pleasure of 
adding to yours. I beg your acceptance of a parcel of MSS., which I 
know your partialities will ^\v^ more value to than they deserve ; and 
only annex the condition that they shall be scrupulously concealed during 
the Author s life, and only made forthcoming when it may be necessary to 
assert his right to be accounted the Writer of these Novels. 

" * I enclose a note to Mr. Guthrie Wright, who will deliver to you 
some others of those MSS. which were in poor Lord Kinnedder's posses- 
sion ; and a few more now at Abbotsford, which I can send in a day or 
two, will, I think, nearly complete the whole, though there may be some 
leaves missing. 

> Extract and infonnation communicated by William Traquair, Esq., W.S. 
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" * I hope you are not the worse of our very merry party yesterday. 
— Ever yours truly, Walter Scott.' " 

Previously to this gift, Mr. Constable had collected some of the 
MSS. of Sir Walter's Poems. On the fly-leaf of Rokeby, No. 235, we 
find this notice, dated 182 1 : — 

*' This is the Original Manuscript of Rokdfy^ by Sir Walter Scott, Bart, the whole in his 
own handwriting, — some few of the notes excepted, which appear to have been copied by 
Henry Weber. I now possess the Originals of

and the present Manuscript. The Original MS. of the Lay of the Last Minstrel was not 
preserved, such things not having been thought important till the publication of Marmuniy 
when I desired Mr. Ballantyne to preserve the Manuscript for me. The Original of the 
Lady of the Lake is in Mr. John Ballantyne's possession, to whose liberality I am indebted 
for this valuable addition [of Rokdfy^ to my Collection of the Original MSS. of Sir Walter 
Scott Archd. Constable. 

'' \Zth AprU \%z\r 

Among other matters in which Sir Walter was too deeply involved 
by the misfortunes of his Edinburgh and London publishers, a question 
arose regarding the public sale of the Waverley Manuscripts. Mr. Con- 
stable, to whom they had been presented, died in 1827, and these MSS. 
were claimed by his creditors. It was finally referred to the arbiter, with 
matters of still greater importance, as it was maintained that the solemn 
promise respecting the authorship should not be divulged during his life 
had not been kept In a letter to his law-agent (John Gibson, Esq., 
W.S.), November 1829, Scott says, " I only wish a decision about the 
Manuscripts to get out of disputes at once." After a long and apparently 
unnecessary delay, the arbiter (about April 1831) held •* that the condition 
which had been originally attached to the gift was no longer of any avail." 
It was then proposed that Sir Walter should have a voice as to the mode 
of disposing of the MSS. by the creditors, on learning which he em- 
phatically wrote, "If they are not mine, I do not wish to interfere in the 
matter."^ 



^ Reminiscences of Sir Walter Scott, By John Gibson, Writer to the Signet Edinbuigh : 
Adam and Charles Black. 1871. i2mO| pp. 74. 
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The trustees accordingly, acting upon this decision, sent the Manu- 
scripts in question to London, to Mr. R. H. Evans, the principal book- 
auctioneer of the time ; and notwithstanding the lateness in the season, 
the sale took place on Friday, August 19th, 1831. " The salerooms of 
Mr. Evans (says one literary journal) were crowded by the curious to 
witness the sale of the original manuscripts of some of the Waverley 
Novels.*^ In the words of another journalist we read : — 

" 1 83 1. — August 20th {Saturday). — The announcement of the sale of these 
interesting MSS. did not excite so much attention as we had anticipated ; how- 
ever competitors were not wanting yesterday, etc. The manuscripts were all in 
Sir Walter Scott's handwriting ; neat, clean, and in green morocco bindings." 

The sale consisted of the following lots, and the prices realized came 
very far short of what might have reasonably been expected. The 
vague rumours which were afloat as to the large sums that such Manu- 
scripts would likely fetch, may have actually deterred purchasers from 
attending the sale or sending commissions : —

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It will be observed that this Sale in August 1831 was limited to 
the earlier Manuscripts of the Waverley Novels. A Second Collection 
of Scott Manuscripts, containing the Poetry, remained in the possession 
of Mr. Constable s eldest son (David Constable, Esq., Advocate), and 
on November 9, 1833, was sold by pri\'ate bargain to Mr. Cadell. The 
result of the first London sale had probably its effect in enabling Mr. 
Cadell to acquire these volumes upon the most moderate terms. Along 
with a series of Scott's early Letters there were the Original Manu- 
scripts of: — 

I. MARMION. 2. DON RODERICK. 3. FIELD OF WATERLOO. 

4. ROKEBY. 5. LORD OF THE ISLES. 

In referring to these MSS. which Mr. Cadell had thus acquired, he 
adds : — 

^ The early Letters of Sir Walter Scott I purchased from Mr. D. Constable, 
along with the volumes of Poetry already adverted to. A good many I got from 
time to time from James Ballantyne. I need not say how I got those addressed 
to myself. They are contained in five quarto volumes, commencing at 2d October 
1796, and coming down to 14th April 1832." 

The price, we understand, that Mr. Cadell paid for the Letters was 
;^I05 ; and for the Poems, only £60. The number of letters was 
sevent}'-one. 



IL— THE BALLANTYNE MANUSCRIPTS, i83i-i83». 

It is already stated that all Sir Walter Scott's Manuscripts passed 
through the hands of Mr. James Ballantyne; and having been tran- 
scribed by an amanuensis, employed confidentially, were returned by Mr. 
Ballantyne either to the Author or to his friend Mr. Erskine. We 
do not find the most distant allusion to any desire on his part to retain 
them in his own possession. He survived Sir Walter only about four 
months; and after his death, when his Trustees examined his reposi- 
tories and drawers or presses in the printing-office, they found various 
fragmentary portions of the Novels, and numerous proof-sheets with cor- 
rections, and perhaps one or other of the Waverley Manuscripts of a later 
date, which had been overlooked. These fragmentary leaves and proof- 
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sheets remained in the hands of Mr. Ballantyne's trustees, who carried 
on the printing business till his son came of age. Of these MSS. he 
presented some to his father's trustees or to particular friends by way of 
memorial. In a few years, however, the state of the printing concern led 
to a sequestration ; and the following lots which still remained in his 
hands were sold with his library for behoof of the trust- estate : —

Ill— THE CADELL MANUSCRIPTS, 1831-1868. 

Mr. Robert Cadell, a partner in the firm of A. Constable & Com- 
pany, became latterly the sole publisher of Scott's Works, and also 
acquired one-half of the copyrights, which, under his management, proved 
a very lucrative concern. In this way he felt an honourable desire to 
collect and preserve the Original Manuscripts; and Nos. 3, 8, and 10 
were purchased for him (by commission) at the Sale of 183 1. We have 
been favoured by the Rev. Dr. Stevenson, of St George's, Edinburgh (one 
of his sons-in-law), with the use of a list, written by Mr. Cadell himself in 
1846, from which it appears that he had succeeded in acquiring eight 
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volumes of Scott's Poetical Works, twelve volumes of the Novels and 
Tales, besides fragments of others, with an extensive collection of Original 
Letters of Sir Walter Scott, arranged and bound in five volumes, the 
correspondence extending from October 2, 1796 to April 14, 1832.

Mr. CadelFs success enabled him to purchase the estate of Ratho, 
near Edinburgh. He died at Ratho House, January 20, 1849, leaving a 
family of daughters, who inherited the Scott Manuscripts as it joint pro- 
perty. It was reported that these MSS. had been offered for private sale 
at ;^2000. If it was so, this offer having been declined, the following 
portion was selected and sent to Messrs. Christie, Manson, & Woods, 
London, in July 1867.

He passed as Advocate in 1793, 
and distinguished himself at the Scottish Bar. He died in 1845. 

*' This translation (it is said in the Notes) was made originally from the German of 
Goethe ; but I have since met with another translation by the Abate Fords, in 
his Travels in Dalmatia. Goethe's performance, as we might expect, is in general 
superior to the Abate's ; but, in some instances, the latter seems to me preferable, 
and I have therefore followed those passages in which he appears to have 
excelled his fellow-translator.** 

In the l^aggio in Dalmazia^ delf Abate Alberto Fartis (Venezia, 1774, vol. i. pp. 98- 
105), the original ballad is given, along with an Italian translation, in connexion 
with the division '* De' Costumi de* Morlacchi," addressed to '^ My Lord Gio- 
vanni Stuart, Conte di Bute,*' etc. The ballad in the original has the title, 
''Xalostna Pjesanza plemenite Asan Aghinize;" and in the Italian version, 
^ Canzone Dolente della nobile Sposa d'Asan Aga." In the English translation 
of the Travels, 1778, no mention is made of the Ballad. 

From Scotf s Life by Lockhart (second edition, vol. L pp. 339, 340) we learn that 
besides his translation of The Chase^ Scott intended to have published a volume 
by Manners & MiUer, in 1796, of Dramas from the German, all in prose like th^ 
originals ; but he also versified, at the same time, some lyrical fragments of 
Goethe, as, for example, the Morlachian Ballad, 

" What yonder glimmers so white on the mountain ?" 
and the Song from Ciaudina von Villa Bella.

I assure you, Charlotte and I think and speak of 
you very often, with all the warmth due to the recollection of our early days, when 
life and hope were young with all of us. You have, I hope, long ere now, received 
my third poem, ' The Lady of the Lake,' which I think you will like for auld lang 
syfu, if not for its intrinsic merit It have [has] been much more successful than 
its predecessors, for no less than 25,000 copies have disappeared in eight months, 
and the demand is so far from being abated, that another edition of 3000 is now at 
press. I send [sent] you a copy of the 4to by a son of Mr. Pringle of Whitebank ; 
and his third son, William Pringle, being now on the same voyage to your shores, I 
b^ to introduce him. He is one of the younkers mentioned in the Introduction 
to Marmion as a companion of my field Sports. I take the opportunity to send you 
a little print which I think you will set some value upon. It has just come out in 
London, and is reckoned very cleverly engraved. Poor old Camp, whom you will 
readily recognise, died about two years ago of old age, rather prematurely accele- 
rated by good living. His place is supplied in some sort by a very sensible Scotch 
terrier ; but to have a dog whom I can love as much as Camp I must bring back all 
that were with me, and you, my dear I>eyden, among the foremost, in our woodland 
walks by Eskes romantic shore. ... *

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387. Letter, Mrs. Alison Cockburne [15th Nov. 1777], addressed to 
the Rev. Dr. Douglas, Minister of Galashiels. It contains the 
following description of Sir Walter Scott when a youth of about 
six years of age, first printed by Mr. Lockhart in his Life of 
Scott: — 

" I last night supped in Mr. Walter Scott's. He has the most extraordinary genius 
of a boy I ever saw. He was reading a poem to his mother when I went in. I 
made him read on : it was the description of a shipwreck. His passion rose with 
the storm. He lifted his eyes and hands. * There's the mast gone !* says he ; * crash 
it goes! — they will all perish 1' After his agitation, he turns to me, 'That is too 
melancholy,' says he ; * I had better read you something more amusing.' 

*' Amusing ! I preferred a little chat, and asked his opinion of Milton and other 
books he was reading, which he gave me wonderfully. One of his observations was, 
*• How strange it is that Adam, just new come into the world, should know every- 
thing — that must be the poet's fancy,' says he. But when he was told he was 
created perfect by God, he instantly yielded. When taken to bed last night, he told 
hjs aunt he liked that lady. * What lady ] ' says she. ' Why, Mrs. Cockbum ; for I 
think she is a virtuoso like myself 'Dear Walter,' says Aunt Jenny, *what is a 
virtuoso?* 'Don't you know? Why, it's one who wishes and will know every- 
thing.' — Now, sir, you will think this a very silly story. Pray, what age do you sup- 
pose this boy to be ? Name it now, before I tell you, ' Why, twelve or fourteen.' 
No such thing; he is not quite six years old. He has a lame leg, for which he was 
a year at Bath, and has acquired the perfect English accent, which he has not lost 
since he came, and he reads like a Garrick. You will allow this an uncommon 
exotic 

" Edinburgh, Saturday night, 15th of ' the gloomy month* 

when the people of England hang and drown themselves."

his eaithlj afiections had been centred ; and which had so long been to him the source 
of so much innocent and laudable enjoyment, that it may be matter of speculation, 
whether the simple pleasures which he reaped in the construction of this house and 
place, were not greater than any he deri^'ed from the almost unparalleled celebrity 
of his name as an author. The coffin was plain and unpretending, covered with 
black doth, and having an ordinary plate on it, with this inscription. 

Sir Walter Scott of Abbotsford, Bart., aged 62. 

*' Having followed the coffin until we saw it deposited in the hearse, which stood 
on the outside of the great gate of the court-yard, we felt ourselves unequal to 
returning into the apartment where the company were assembled ; and we continued 
to loiter about, seeking for points of recollection which might strengthen the chain 
of association we wished to indulge in. Our attention was attracted, by observing 
the window of the study open, and we were led to look within, impelled by no idle 
or blameable curiosity, but rather like a pilgrim approaching the shrine where his 
warmest adoration has ever been paid. Our eyes penetrated the apartment with a 
chastened look, such as we should have used if the great magician himself had been 
seated in the chair of this his sacred penetraliuoL The diflferent articles in the 
room seemed to remain much in the same places they occupied when we had last 
seen them. All the little circumstances attendant on our last \'isit to this sanctuary 
of the poet came crowding upon us. Thither Sir Walter had conducted us himself; 
there he had acted the part of our cicerone with all his native wit and plajrfulness. 
His figure was in our eyes ; and his voice, nay, his very words were in our ears. 
But, alas ! the deep tones of the venerable old Principal Baird, whose voice was 
heard in earnest and impressive prayer, came upon us through an opposite door, 
from the library beyond ; and the affecting aUusions which he uttered, again brought 

us back to the afflicting truth, that Sir Walter Scott was gone from us for ever ! 

• •_• ■ . • • • ■ . 

" The effect of the procession when crossing the Fly Bridge over the Tweed, 
and still more when winding around that high and long sweep of the road which is 
immediately opposite to the promontory of Old Melrose, was extremely striking and 
picturesque ; and the view looking back from the high ground towards the Eildon 
hills and Melrose, over the varied vale of Tweed, till the eye was arrested by the 
distant mountains, then seen under a rich Claude effect ; and the devious course of 
the river, betrayed by fragments of water that sparkled here and there amid the 
yellow stubbles and green pastures, was exquisitely beautifriL But nothing gave so 
much interest to this glorious scene as the far-off woods of Abbotsford, then dimmed 
by the warm haze, and melting, as it were, from their reality, and so reminding us even 
yet more forcibly of the fleeting nature of all the things of this perishable world.'' 

After mentioning the names of the Pall-bearers and the approadi to the 
old picturesque ruins of Dryburgh Abbey, until reaching the place of interment, the 
narrative proceeds : — 

" In such a scene as this, then, it was, that the coffin of Sir Walter Scott 
was set down on trestles placed outside the iron railing ; and here that solemn ser- 
vice, beginning with those words so cheering to the souls of Christians, *Iam ike 
resurrection and the Itfe^ was s<^emnly read by Mr. WHliams. The manly soldierlike 

X 
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features of the chief mourner (Major Sir W. Scott), on whom the eyes of sympathy 
were most naturally turned, betrayed at intervals the powerful efforts which he made 
to master his emotions, as well as the inefhciency of his exertions to do so. The 
other relatives who surrounded the bier were deeply moved ; and, amid the crowd 
of weeping friends, no eye, and no heart, could be discovered that was not altogether 
occupied in that sad and impressive ceremonial which was so soon to shut from them 
for ever, him who had been so long the common idol of their admiration, and of 
their best afiections. ... It was not until the harsh sound of the hammers of 
the workmen who were employed to rivet those iron bars covering the grave to 
secure it from violation, had begun to echo from the vaulted roof, that some of us 
were called to the full conviction of the fact, that the earth had for ever closed over 
that form which we were wont to love and reverence ; that eye which we had so often 
seen beaming with benevolence, sparkling with wit, or lighted up with a poet's 
frenzy ; those lips which we had so often seen monopolizing the attention of all 
listeners, or heard rolling out, with nervous accentuation, those powerful verses with 
which his head was continually teeming ; and that brow, the perpetual throne of 
generous expression and liberal intelligence. Overwhelmed by the conviction of 
this afflicting truth, men moved away without parting salutation, singly, slowly, and 
silently. The day began to stoop down into twilight ; and we, too, alter giving a 
last parting survey to the spot where now repose the remains of our Scottish Shake- 
speare, a spot lovely enough to induce his sainted spirit to haunt and sanctify its 
shades, hastily tore ourselves away."

• In the Life of Sir Walter Scott is this paragraph : — " It was con- 
sidered due to Sir Walter^s physicians, and to the public, that the nature 
of his malady should be distinctly ascertained. The result was, that there 
appeared the traces of a very slight mollification in one part of the sub- 
stance of the brain. "^ In this examination the upper part of the cranium 
was removed, which shows that the Mask had been taken subsequently, 
— no doubt under the directions and inspection of the medical gentlemen 
referred to. 

Although rather painful, or at least by no means an agreeable object 
for observation, there was perhaps nothing in the whole Exhibition of 
greater interest than the original Mask, which Mr. Hope Scott per- 
mitted, for that purpose, to be brought to Edinburgh. It is reduced in 
size, and is here represented in two positions. Some years later, from 
this Mask, a Cast in bronze, by Mr. John Steell, R.S.A., was executed 
for Mr. Hope Scott, and is exhibited to visitors at Abbotsford. 

At Abbotsford there is another Mask of Sir Walter Scott, taken 
during life. Mr. Hope Scott kindly offered the choice of the two for Ex- 
hibition. As the one had no history or description attached to it,* there

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could be no hesitation in selecting the Mask taken after death, from its 
very remarkable character and undoubted authenticity. It is therefore 
to be kept in mind that this Mask exhibits the proportions and actual 
appearance of the head, subsequent to the state of mental depression and 
suffering, in His declining days. 

In connexion with this Mask, the following extract may not be con- 
sidered as out of place. Sir Henry Holland, Bart, M.D., in his Recol- 
lections of Past Life, Lond. 1872, describes his intercourse -with Sir 
Waiter Scott at various periods. Of his latter days he says — 

" I saw him frequently on his way Co Italy at the house of his son-in-law, Lockbart — 
already an altered man in effect of the first slight paralytic seizure, and painfiilly showing 
this alteration in the effort to recover the stories and events partially lost to his memoiy. 

" Such struggle of the mind with its own decay is a sad spectacle in every case — io 
Walter Scott it was especially so. It was not possible either to aid him or to arrest the 
effort I saw him again in London on the day of his return from the Continent, and each 
day of his stay here — in a state of hopeless paralysis and vety imperfect consciousness. 
His wishes, as far as they could be undeistood, all pointed to Abbotsford." — (RetolUctions 
of Past Life, by Sir Henry Holland, p. 84. Lond. 1872. Post 8vo.)

Sir John Stuart, 
who (as John Belsches) passed Advocate in 1 774, was appointed one of the Barons of 
Exchequer in Scotland in 1807.

" Camp was got by a black and tan English terrier call[ed] Doctor, the property 
of Mr. Storie, Farrier in Rose Street, about 1800, out of a thoroughbred English 
brindled bull-bitch, the property of Mr. John Adams, of the Riding School, Adjutant 
to the Royal Edinburgh Volunteer Cavalry. He was of great strength and very 
handsome, extremely sagacious, faithful and affectionate to the human species, and 
possessed of a great turn for gaiety and drollery. Although he was never taught any 
tricks, he learned some of his own accord, and understood whatever was said to him 
as well as any creature I ever saw. His great fault was an excessive ferocity towards 
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his own species, which sometimes brought both his master and himself into danger- 
ous scrapes. He used to accompany me always in coursing, of which he was a great 
amateur, and was one of the best dogs for finding hares I ever saw, though I have 
since had very fine terriers. At last he met with an accident which gave him a 
sprain in the back, from which he never recovered, after which he could not follow 
when I went out on horseback 

" He is painted in two portraits of his owner by Raebum. One at Dalkeith 
Palace, and one in my own possession. 

" He lived till about twelve years old, and might have lived longer but for the 
severe exercise which he had taken when young, and a considerable disposition to 
voracity, especially where animal food was to be come by. 

" I could add a number of curious anecdotes of his sagacity, but they are con- 
nected with a family loss since sustained, and are painful to recollect or detail. 

" There is enough to illustrate Mr. Stevenson's picture which was painted by Mr. 
Howe, then a painter of animals of some merit. W. S.

(3.) On examining carefully the fragment of the Original Manu- 
script of Waverley, purchased by Mr. Hope Scott, and now at Abbots- 
ford, we are informed that it was a mistake (at p. 112) to suppose they 
were the first fifteen leaves, containing "the opening chapters of the 
Novel." The leaves, which are not consecutive, are stated to be chiefly 
unconnected pages of Chapters 18, 19, and 20 in Vol. n. 

The interesting manuscript portion of Ivanhoe, contained in the 
same volume, consists of 59 leaves, all in Walter Scott's autograph. 

(4.) No. 235. The notice of a facsimile of the MS. of Rokeby was 
inserted by mistake 

(5.) At page 26, No. 4, in justice to Mr. Knight, R.A., whose 
Portrait of Sir Walter Scott is mentioned, there should have been added, 
that the Artist at the time it was painted was still a Royal Academy 
student. On looking at the finished engraving in the larger edition of 
Lodge s Portraits, it may, as a likeness, bear comparison with others by 
Artists of higher pretensions. Mr. Lockhart's criticism is too severe. 
There are, however, engravings from other and perhaps inferior portraits 
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by Mr. Knight. In his Diary, 1826, January 7, Sunday, Sir Walter 

writes : — 

" KNiGHt,. a young artist, son of the perfonner, came to do a picture of me at the 
request of Terry. This is very far from being agreeable, as I submitted to that state of con- 
straint last year to Newton, at request of Lockhart; to Leslie, at request of my American 
friend (Mr. Ticknor of Boston) \ to Wilkie for his picture of the King's arrival at Holyrood 
House ; and some one besides. I am as tired of the operation as old Maida, who had 
been so often sketched that he got up and walked off with signs of loathing whenever he 
saw an artist unfurl his paper and handle his brushes. But this young man is civil and 
modest ; and I have agreed he shall be in the room while I work, and take the best likeness 
he can, without compelling me into the fixed attitude and yawning fatigues of an actual sitting." 

The following letter on the subject cannot be read without 
interest : — 

*• 20 James Street, Buckingham Paij\ce, 
25M July 1872. 

" My dear Sir, — In answer to yours of the 3d inst., it was during the Christmas season 
of the year 1825 or '26 that I painted the portrait of Sir Walter Scott for his friend Mr. 
Terry, the comedian ; having been invited to Abbotsford for that purpose. The portrait, as 
part of the property of Mr. Terry, was sold by public auction after his decease. 

*' Some years afterwards I was invited to dine with Mr. Harding of Finchley, and on 
taking my place at the table I saw and claimed my portrait of Sir Walter Scott on the 
opposite wall, with the name of Sir Henry Raebum conspicuously painted on the frame. 
Mr. Harding said that his plot had succeeded, for having casually heard that I was the author 
of the work, he thought the best way to test the truth would be to place me face to face 
with the picture ; he therefore promised that thenceforward the picture should carry my 
name. As a young man I felt highly complimented with the appreciation thus expressed of 
my work, and grateful to Mr. Harding for so promptly acknowledging my claim. 

" At the same time, viz, 1825 or '26, 1 made many little characteristic sketches, with the 
view of aiding me in painting the larger picture, one of which, in the year 1828, was placed 
in the hands of Mr. R. J. Lane, the eminent engraver, who produced a beautiful lithograph 
of it ; but in the printing it was utterly spoiled, and I never saw an impression of it 

*' Some years afterwards Mr. Harding informed me that the kitchen chimney, which 

passed close behind the wall on which the portrait of Sir Walter Scott was hung, had taken 

fire the day previous, and that the portrait was much injured. On examination I found the 

work was utterly and hopelessly destroyed. This was the only damage done by the fire ; 

and by a curious coincidence Sir Walter Scott died on that day, — I am, etc.,

" Dear Mr. Watson, — Your packet reached me in perfect safety, and the con- 
tents gave MS great pleasure, both on account of the strong resemblances of the 
Miniatures and the stile of execution. I am particularly pleased with my wife's 
picture, as her features and expression are not easily hit, and I think you have been 
very successful I have no doubt that, by continuing to bestow much pains (for that 
is everything in all difficult arts), you wilt soon place yourself high in your profession. 
" My Wife is greatly obliged by the two screens so beautifully pencilled, and begs 
me to make her best acknowledgement. I am not less obliged by your attention to 
my blazonry, which is in no sort of hurry ; if you look at it at a perfectly idle moment 
it is quite enough, Hoggle nam Bo [in modem Gaelic, ' Thogail nam bo,' to the 
lifting of the cows] will I dare [say] cast up among the M'farlanes in due time. — 
I am, dear Mr. Watson, your obliged humble servant,

" I will be much obliged to you to look in upon the Glass-painter now and then."
